PHILADELPHIA, March 81.—Jacobus 
Hope of 29 North Ninth street is the presi- 
dent, vice-president, secretary and treas- 
urer of a enaxe trust. Mr. Hope has cor- 
nered the snake market. Snakes labeled 
“Jacobus Hope, Philadelphia,"’ are coming 
this way from ail quarters of the globe by 
rail, by steamer, on horseback and on 
foot.

THE WAY BARRED BY GRAVES 


Extension of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad in Idaho Stopped by an 
Unusual Obstacle. 


ROISE, Idaho, March 31.—The railroad 
construction forces have encountered an un- 
precedented obstacle on the Northern l’a- 
cific extension from Stuart to the mouth 
of Cottonwood Creek. Directly in the line 
of location, from which there can be no 
Geviation owing to the canyon walls, are 
13 graves in a row—graves of Indian chil- 
cren whose fathers and mothers live in the 
Kamaih Vailey.

Charies Brady, who renounced the Catho- 
lic church while he was one of its priests 
and married Miss Ruth Gwynn of Quincy, 
Ill., at Clayton in August, 1899, has disap- 
peared from their home in Quincy. 

A special dispatch to the Post-Dispatch 
from Quincy stated last night that the ex- 
priest went away shortly after the couple 
arrived at Quincy after the marriage, and 
that he had not been seen or heard of in 
Quincy since. 

Mrs. Brady stated to the Post-Dispatch 
that she did not know where her husband 
was. Her brother, John Gwynn, said Bra- 
dy was last heard of from New York. 

Brady was a principal in a romance that 
seldom falls to one of priestly garb. He 
renounced his allegiance to the Catholic 
Church and married a nurse in Blessing 
Hospital at Quincy. 

After a brief honeymoon that was alleged 


to have been more sorrowful than happy 
the couple parted. The groom was reported 
to have gone to New York, while his wife 
returned to Quincy and resumed residence 
with her parents. 

Stories were told of innumerable disturb- 
ances between the couple during their short 
stay in St. Louis, but with true wifely devo- 
tion and loyalty Mrs. Brady denied them all.

It 
was the first time they had ever met, but 
Father Brady loved her at sight. His pro- 
posal of marriage was accepted by Miss 
Gwynn. On the pretext that she was to 
accompany him to 8t. Louis as an attend- 
ant, the couple came here and were mar- 
ried at Clayton, Aug. 29, 1899, and there the 
finishing touch Was put on the romance. 

Mrs. Brady is described as a tall, digni- 
fied, handsome woman of splendid attain- 
ments. She comes of an old and respected 
family, and at one time was considered the 
most skillful nurse in the .Quincy hos- 
pitals. ;

Seventeen years ago occurred “Hacuette s 
funeral,’’ which was pronounced by the [ate 
Joseph McCullagh as the largest and most 
remarkable he had seen. Phil was oy he 
means dead. his health was of the beat, in 
fact, it was a superabundance of good 
spirits that prompted the funeral. 

He had a friend named Lehman, an ob- 
secure sort of a chap whom nobody eise 
knew except by sight. Lehman was a bus 
driver of Columbus, O., who drifted to dt. 
‘Louis. He feil in with Phil Haquette and 
secured a job. 

He was a member of the Missour! Turn- 
verein and went to Louisville to compete 
for a championship medal. He fell during 
the contest and died shortly after 
the effects of the accident. 

Phil decided to give him a funeral. 
explained to his friends that the deceased 
was the quiet-lookin man who usually 
occupied a chair in the far corner ol the 
saloon. 

A benefit entertainment was given and 
$900 was realized. This was spent in car- 
riages and flowers and everybody was in- 
vited to attend the obsequies. There were 
88 carriages in the procession and the flow- 
ers had to be carted to the cemetery in 
two extra vehicles, 

Col. Haquette occupled a carriage alone 
at the head of the cortege. It was a re- 
markabie demonstration over the corpse 
of a comparatively unknown man, whom 
but half a dozen who attended it had ever 
heard of. The next day Editor McCullough 
sent for Col. Haquette and complimented 
him. Col. Haquette subsided after the 
funeral unt he conceived the idea of a big 
christening for his two boys. John Cock- 
erell Haquette, the elder, is named for the 
editor, and Eugene Pat Haquette’s cogno- 
men is a compliment to Manager Pat Short 
of the Olympic Theater. The christenings 
occurred as scheduled and hundreds of the 
happy father’s friends presented them- 
selves at his home with their congratula- 
tions. It was a great event, and a great 
“‘wet"’ one at that. 

“Would you believe,’ says the genial Ha- 
quette, “I realized $18 from the sale of 
empty bottles alone, the next day? It was 
@ great success, as that shows.”’ 

In 1886 Col. Hagquette blossomed out as a 
candidate for political preferment. A few 
for the City Council on the Democratic 
up with a vim that threw confusion into 
the camp of the regular politicians.

BEATTIE, Kan., March 3.—An election 
will be held Monday to decide whether this 
city shall be run by women or by men. 
The present Mayor, the City Clerk and the 
five members of the City Council afte wom- 
en. They were elected a year ago. They 
@re candidates for re-election on the city 
ticket. Opposed to them is the citizens’ 
ticket, made up exclusively of men of 
mixed politics. The question of whether a 


candidate is a Republican, a Democrat or | 


@ Populist does not enter into the cam- 
paign in this town. The only question be- 
fore the voters is whether women shall 
rule the town and run it on a straight- 
laced prohibition policy, or whether the 
men of the town shall hold the reins of 
government on a liberal “‘wet’’ policy. The 
platform on which Mrs. Totten and the 
women associated with her on the city 
. ticket were elected a year ago was: 

‘Suppression of saloons and gambling 
dives, clean etreets, good sidewalks and 
general improvement and progress.”’ 

The women candidates and their friends 
claim that all these pledges have been ful- 
filled and that if they are elected the sesame 
policy will be carried out. Behind the wom. 
en candidates are the church people and 
most of the women voters. 

The men candidates on the citizens’ 
ticket are for licensed saloons. They argue 
that the women’s rule has driven trade 
away from the town.

and His New “Bug.” 

“What kind of a bug tis Andropogon 
Halepensis?’ This inquiry Representative 
Burleson of Texas is often requested to 
answer. The fun of it is that Andropogon 
Halepensis is not an insect at all, but a 
very obnoxious grass that is-choking with 


a death grip vegetation on many of the fin- 
est plantations in the Lone Star State. 

Mr. Burleson has asked Congress to spend 
geeveral thousand dollars in investigating 
meanae of destroying the pest, and, instead 
of calling it plain Johnson grass, which 
is the name used in Texas, the Depart- 
men of Agriculture persuaded the Texan 
that it was better for purposes of legiela- 
tion to call it Andropogon Halepensis. 

This destroyer of fertility was brought 
to Texas and other Southern States 60 or 
70 years ago from Asia and gets its 
Greek name from the fact that the male 
flowers often have piumose beards. The 

rass neurenas in warm countries, and in 

eylon a Singapore certain species are 
cultivated for essential oils. Transplanted 
to the new world, the grass is a very use- 
less variety, and the Texas farmers want 
to be rid of it very badly. 


Big Iron Prices. 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 
The present extreme rise has been held 
for a longer time already than is known of 
this market. Pig iron rose from $6 to $460 
a ton in 1872, but the market collapsed 


within a few months and was down to an 
average of little more than 4 in _ 1873. 
There was another great advance in iron 
and steel in the latter part of 1879 and ear! 
in 1880, when pig iron rose from $20 to ‘ 
but by June the price broke to $23. It is 
the unvarying experience of the past that 
80 sudden and extended a rise in this mar- 
ket as has taken place since a year ys 
January ts short-lived, and in view of the 
fact that the boom has already proved to 
be more enduring than is common, the ex- 
Cctation of an early break is reasonable.

RAINY SEASON IS AT HAND, 


OF THE AMERICAY 
TROOPS GROWS MORE SEVERE.

For Every Rifle Captured an Ameri+ 
can Company Must March Ten 
Miles and the Men Are Un- 
dergoing Great Suffering 
From the Strain. 


Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

MANILA, P, L, Feb. 16.—‘Make haste™ 
is ever the prodding cable message of the 
Secretary of War to Gen. Otis. The hemp 
ports would not be open now but for Mr. 
Root’s insistence. Gen. Otis wanted to let 
the insugents in Samar and Leyte and 
Southern Luzon “enjoy their independence” 
a little while longer. 

The insurgents rather welcqmed the open- 
ing of the ports. It meant that hemp was 
going out of the southern provinces and 
rice coming in its place. Witheplenty of. 
food in sight, the robber bands, as Gen. 
Otis calls them, finds it just so much easier 
to pick up a dinner while on the march. 
Our troops are now in every provine of Lile 
zon. 

Of the “robber bands’’ which are pestere 
ing us, one in the southern provinces— 
that of the Camarines—numbers more than 
1000, probably nearer 2000. The garrison at 
one of the hemp ports, Albay, ‘s heavily 
besieged. Before we occupied the southern 
provinces we estienated that two-thirds the 
number of Insurgents in them waa 000, all 
told; now we make it fu, In six weeks 
that we have been proscuting a campaign 
there we have captured only 200 rifles, They 
have not been turned in for the $30 reward, 
but have been taken by force. 

No provision train dares to move along 
the roads of two-thirds of the provifices. 

One officer estimated that for every rifie 
we have captured in the South a com- 
pany had to walk ten miles. Every Filipino 
goes for himself. He meets his fellows at 
a rendezvous after the chase & over. They 
attack only when they can surround &@ pu- 
trol or a single soldier or find our line €x- 
posed, with cover for retreat behind them. 

Our men are showing themselves to 
prodigies of endurance in this thankless 
work.

Referring to the subject in gen- 
eral, Mrs. Sewell said: “The first coliege 
that opened its doors to women was OD- 
erlin in 1833 and the same questions were 
asked then in reference to the effect of 
higher education on the career of the girls 
that are asked at the present day by all 
her male relations. 

Mrs. Sewall cited facts to show the col- 
lege girl that the woman who had a higher 
education was the om interested in sani- 
tary problems; that is. was a committee of 
the College Alumnae Association that first 
called the attention to the plumbers. She 
said the women found that even if the 
plumbing in her own house was perfect her 

| Children were not likely to be saved from 
disease if the sewage was not what it 
should be, and the result was that they be- 
came interested in the slums to the extent 
of trying to better the condition of those 
less fortunate than themselves. 

“College women do not marry as young 
and not as frequently as farmerly, per- 
haps,"’ she said, “and her children are not 
s0 numerous, but the average health of the 
children is better and the death rate among 
the offspring of educated women is much 
less than among others.”

STATEMENT. 


MARKET ACTIVE AND STRONG. 


Sugar Stocks Feverish, People’s Gas 
Firm and All the Industrials 
Weak and Lower. 


NPW YORK, March 31.—Wall etreet was 
treated to an agreeable surprise to-day in 
@n unexpectedly favorable bank statement 
The most sanguine preliminary estimate of 
the gain in cash by the banks for the 
week on interior currency movement and 
the subtreasury operations did not exceed 
$2,500,000. The actual return shows a gain 
of nearly $6,000,000. 

The explanation of this large increase 
in cash is not easily perceptible. It may 
be due to the fact that the shipments 
of currency ‘to the interior by the banks 
have included a large proportion of their 
new note issues, while the receipts have- 


been made up of legal tenders. The pro- 
cess of sorting thus involved would yield 
a larger return to the banks of cash avail- 
able for reserve than woukd be indicated 
in the bare figures of excess of receipts 


over shipments on the interior movement. 
It will be by some such process that the 
new bank notes will dispiace the legal 
tenders in actual circulation and thus 
make them available for reserve purposes 
of the Ks. 

Another possible enptonatton of the in- 
crease in cash is that loans have been paid 
off in cash. The lan item shows that the 
new de on banks for stock market 
operations and for April 1 settlements has 
more than offset the lquidat.on of loans 
for holding Government bonds designed to 
use as security for note issues,

requirements thus involved would have 
made an inroad upon the sump.us. 
same fear of this showing that caused 
yesterday's hesitation and uneasiness in 
the stock market. The same feeling was 
perceptible to some extent in the early 
trading to-dmy, but it gave ‘way to the 
renewed buying demand, especially for 
the iron and steel stocks, and after the 
publication of the bank statement the 
strength became general and the market 
closed active and strong at substantial 
net gains all through the list. 

The bears in Sugar were relieved from 
their panic of yesterday by the assertions 
of officials of the companies that the su- 
gar war was still on. But professional 
traders handled new short contracts in 
Sugar in a gingerly manner. The. stock 
went down 4 points at: the opening, but 
did not again get as low as that and rose 
at one time a fraction above yesterday’s 
high level. The stock was very feverish 
and erratic all day. 

People’s Gas was strong on s of 
the absorption of the Ogden mpany 
and failed to yield on denials of that re- 
port. There has been an active demand 
for securities during the whole week, which 
has embraced pretty much the whole of 
the list of railroad stocks. Many stocks 
in which gno transactions had re- 
corded for months have been brought for- 
ward to a conspicuous place in the trad- 
ing, and the number of the different stocks 
traded in has amounted up to 18 or 170 
on a single day, showing the great breadth 
of the market. The average day's busi- 
ness has been close to a million shares, 
and although there has been some conges- 
tion of business in stocks of the great rail- 
road systems; the activity in the main 
has been unusually well distributed. 

The stocks of industrial co rations 
have not shared in the strenet of the 
railroads, Dut have on the contrary re- 
flected pressure to sell until the shorts 
were driven to cover late in the week. 
Those which have sown greatest weakness 
have been affected by special causes, but 
the tone of the industrials generally 
showed tha they are believed to be vul- 
nerable to the same causes of weakness 
as those directly affected. 


AGAINST ALUM BAKING POWDER 


Judge Clark So Decided in a Test Suit, 
Although He Held That Such 
Was Not Unhealthy. 


Judge Willis H. Clark of the Court of 
Criminal Correction, in an opinion handed 
down Saturday morning in the case 
brought by Whitney Layton of Tenth and 
Clark avenue to test the validity of the 
baking powder law passed by the Legis- 
lature, decided that Layton was guilty of 
violating the law and fined him $100. 

The case has attracted wide interest 
among manufacturers of baking powder. 
The law in question prohib.ts the use of 
alum, bismuth, ammonia and certain other 
chemicals in the manufacture of baking 
powder. Mr. Layton was selected by the 
manufacturers to bring a test case before 
the courts so far as the use of alum is 
concerned. The court began taking evi- 
dence early in January and the case was 
before Judge Clark at intervals ever since. 

In his opinion the court hoids that with 
the evidence before him he cannot decide 
upon the constitutionality of the law. He 
has carefully weighed all of the evidence 
and has reached the conclusion that baking 
owder im which alum is an: ingredient is 
Just as pure and wholesome as “eo | other; 
that such baking powders have been on 
the market for 3% years and have been very 
generally sold throughout the world. Pop- 
ular opinion, however, is that the use of 
alum is deleterious, and the Legislature, in 
passing the law, probably so held.

IMMEDIATE, FUTURE DEPENDS ON 
WEATHER AND CROP. 


— 


BEGAN FLAT BUT BETTERED. 


Manipulation Comes From Liverpool, 
‘but Activity Next Week Is Pre- 
dicted on Legitimate Conditions. 


During most of the week the situation In 
cotton was rather uncertain. A depressing 
spirit was evident fn the trade and the mar- 
kets for both spots and futures sagged. 
Within the last few days, however, there 
has been a material change, owing to the 
receipt of rather bullish information from 
the South, which, coupled with the attacks 
from the bear element, has made the situa- 
tion interesting. 

The cotton trade realizes that the imme- 
diate future of the markets rests on the 
weather and crop news and the course of 
prices will no doubt be guided directly by 
these facts during the coming week. 

The following review of the cotton situa- 


tion was received Saturday by Bennett 
Wasserman & Co. of this city from a well- 
known New York Cotton Exchange house: 

NEW YORK, March 31.—It is only within 
the last few days that the cotton situation 
has cleared up sufficiently well to admit or 
the assertion belng made that the market 
wis Bave further activity during the next 
week. 

For, notwithstanding the attempts of va- 
rious parties to make the situation an in- 
teresting one, the markets of the eariy 
part of the week were decidedly flat and it 
|; was only when the bear interests became 
aggressive on Thursday last that a corre- 
spondingly large increase in transactions 
occurred. 

The American trade has again had it 
forcibly brought home to it that two or 
three powerful interests are manipulating 
the Liverpool market.

The fact that 
this is so has also served to restrict trad- 
ing on the other side, and in consequence,

ing the week. The crop movement had 
Seemingly had little effect on the foreign- 
ers and they have all along acted in the 
most independent manner. 

Expectations of fair weather by the bears 
have been found to be unfulfilled and de- 
spite the fact that the month of April is 
now here, reports of bad climatic condi- 
tions from the Southern States continue to 
arrive daily, both by mail and telegraph. 
This feature is so extremely uncertain, 
however, that little reliability can be placed 
on predictions from private sources. 

As regards the statistical position of the 
crop, it is more bullish, if anything, ac- 
cording to the figures of the movement 
during the week just closed. Reports of a 
heavy drain on interior stocks are also 
believed, as the demand from manufactur- 
ing parties has, during the last two weeks, 
shown a large increase. 

Some of the leading bull houses here and 
in other markets have nevertheless shown 
a disposition to liquidate, and many of the 
declines witnessed have been from this 
cause. The immediate market seems now 
to have reached a stage where it ig pre- 
dicted upon the new crop prospect. There 
has been a notable switching of accounts 
from the old to new montha, and this pol- 
icy shows signs of continuing, unless some 
particularly unfavorable condition arises 
in regard to the new crop, aside from the 
backwardness that is now a feature.

Wheat, corn and oats all advanced dur- 
Ing the past week, the bulls making them- 
selves conspicuous. The course of the mar- 
ket was not all the time upward, but the 
general trend was towards a betterment in 
prices, the pit being encouraged in its at- 
tacks by the increasing bullish outlook and 
the receipt of some important crop re- 
ports. 

France, long idle, has at length been 
Drought to life once more, and a report 
was received giving the estimate of the 
wheat crop as 64.000,000 bushels less than 
last year or W per cent. The pit is in- 
clined to discredit all news coming from 
this source, owing to the exaggerations 
which have in the past crept into all news 
coming from this quarter. The fact that 
Paris failed to advance on their own crop 


ts the future declining rather than ad- 
yene ng, encouraged trade in such an opin- 


‘Shere was some doubt as to what the 
2 per cent meant. A few weeks ago a 
damage report w ag received, giving a loss 
to the growing crop, on account of bud 
weather. There is some question. Whether 
this later report is simpiy an increase in 
the old one or an entirely new item. 

A aqvarked increase in the export business, 
only fair receipts at primary points, and the 
prospect of a decrease in the visible supply 
are some of the bullish items that had to 
@o with strength in wheat. 

Corn was enough of a bull to hold itself 
up and give wheat a lift, when it showed 
prospect of going lower. 

The export demand shows no abatement 
other countries are not offering corn an 
our sales during the past week were lim- 
ited only by the ability to obtain cars and 
ocean freight room. 

The movement from the farm is small. 
Some corn is being sold from Kansas and 
Nebraska, but farmers in other States are 
selling sparingly, feeders stiil paying higher 
prices than central markets. 

Oats sold at only three prices during the 
past week, opening at 24%c, they sold at 

Aye and at 2c. Trade was light and the 
pit seemingly little interested in this cereal.

French crop damage reports have 
been reiterated last few days and interests 
with close French connections have been 
heavy buyers of wheat. 

The alarming condition of India now 
shown in press dispatches will take this 
country out of the wheat exporting com- 
mission and with Argentine admittedly 
short 25 to % per cent below last year’s 
yield it would seem that too much stress 
is laid by bears on conditions in America 

Stocks on the other side are light and 
where years ago they carried tons of wheat 
in the United Kisagdom and on the contl- 
nent they now carry bushels. It would 
seem to me as if an operator would become 
speculativeiy cross-eyed looking at only one 
end of the situation. 

The demand for wheat is increasing with 
the world’s population. The probable short- 
age in France and on the continent and 
serious state of affairs in India makes it 
absolutely necessary that some country 
should have a bumper crop. And at that 
we have a long way to go from the winter 
wheat flelds to the granaries of the for- 
warder. The situation justifies better 
prices, although this may sound like her- 
esy. 
Corn has made a good many predktions 
of 4c. There was a mixed trade at the 
close of the week. Many of the successful 
bulls sold aut, while a great many have 
doubled up on the bellef that with May and 
July over 40 there will be a sharp advance 
to 4. Situation is as strong as ever. Coun- 


try buyers keep ahead of the Chicago mar- | 


ket all the time. Receipts are bound to fall 
off with the spring work demanding farm- 
ers’ attention. Added ta this is the fact that 
the Liverpool market is strong, active and 
advancing and under bull control. 

Oats are looking up, but they do not show 
the advances they should. There is too big 
a difference between oats and carn prices 
and this will correct itself as soon as mar- 
kets steady. so attention can be given oats 
by the present corn bulls.

BRITISH MONEY MARKET ABOUT 
$35,000,000 BEHIND. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispaichk. 
(Copyright, 1900.) 
LONDON, March 31.—There has been a 
very active demand for money during the 


week with heavy borrowings from the Bank 


of England, the market being now indebted 
to the bank about $35,000,000. The supply of 
money is scanty, as the banks are disin- 
clined to lend freely while the outlook Is 
so unsettled that dividend and other pay- 
ments due at the beginning of the new 
quarter have been largely anticipated, It 
is therefore doubtful whether they will af- 
ford the relief expected, especially as a big 
installment af Khaki loan falls due tne 
9th. Discount rates, as a rule, have kept 
up to the Bank of England's level. Oniy oc- 
casional transactions have been made for 
less than in the three months bill at 3 15-16 
per cent. The bank evidently believes its 


control of the open market is secure for a 
few months and that the maintenance of 
rates at a compartively high level wiii pre- 
clude the possibility of exports and tnat 
goid will be attracted from abroad.

March 31.—There was a “‘hold- 
up” man around Chicago. to-day whose 
work was a revelation. He took big sums of 
money from good men and made them like 
it. He dashed into banks, hatels, and of- 
fices, leaving a trail of empty purses and 
exhausted check books. Through the 
crowded streets he ran like a mad man, oc- 
easionally holding up a “prominent citi- 
zen,” taking his money and leaving him 
dazed and confused. In 12 hours he ob- 
tained $163.0 and then boasted of his suc- 
cess. The man was Dr. William R. Harp- 
er, president of the Chicago University, ex- 
pert in Semitic and Caramel! languages, the 
man whom John D. Rockefeller has given 
one million annually for eight years. 

The whirlwind actions of Dr. Harper were 
due to an effort to raise $163,000 before l2 
o'clock to-night. 

tie must have that sum in order to make 
$300,000 necessary to get a grip on $2,000,000 
which John D. Rockefeller has in escrow. 

It was a condition of Mr. Rockefeller’s 
gift—the latest of a series aggregating more 
than $7,000,.000—that before the university 
received the same it should duplicate the 
amount with gifts secure@ through the ef- 
forts of its officers and friends. 

This duplication, equivalent,to securing 
for the university at least $4,000,000, was to 
have been completed by Jan. 1, 1900. But 
at that time the university, on its own 
behalf, was far short of the needed $2,000,- 
000. Mr. Rockefeller extended the time for 
raising the needed sum three months, or 
to April 1. 

More than $2,000,000 in good land, cash and 
secured pledges was in the possession cof 
President Harper and the University of Chi- 
cago to-day and the exact character of 
the prize was wired to Mr. Rockefeller. He 
instantly answered that his gift of $2,000,- 
000 was now assured, 

Dr. Harper said: “All that was necessary 
was for us to raise $2,000,000 by to-day and 
that has been done.’’ He refused to say 
how much was raised on the last day. 

“Every pledge we have received is good 
and our valuations on these pledges and 
gifts have been low. Land we have only 
accepted at its actual cash value. The 
Gurdy paleolagical collection, positively 
worth $125,000, we have placed in our list 
at only $0,000. No effort has been made to 
swell the value of any gift. All have been 
treated on the business basis. Mr. Rocke- 
feller stipulated they should be. We even 
had official appraisers value the land given. 
We can justly say that we have raised, on 
our part, much more than $2,000,000. and the 
university is in even numoers $5,000,000 the 
gainer,’’ said President Harper.

CHICAGO, March 31.—Dr. D. K. Pear 


sons, who delights in signing $50,000 checks 
as gifts to struggling Western colleges, ate 
dinner at 1 o’clock this afternoon in his 
Hinsdale home. Then he took a nap. 
When he woke up he sald he felt “bright 
aS a button,’’ and told the way to live to 
be 100 years old. And the was one day near- 
er to his 80th birthday, which comes a week 
from to-morrow. 

Moreover, he proposes to go on with his 
naps and his plan of eating until he goes 
to the grave, and he says he don’t want to 
till he’s a hundred years old. Heisn’t going 
to march fn the Chicago Dewey parade or 
serve on the reception committee, because 
it would interfere with his after-din- 
ne nap. Neither is he going to deliver any 
more baccalaureate sermons. But he walks 
from the train to his Chicago office every 
morning, figures on some more colleges that 
want money and walks from the train to 
his home every afternoon. And he says 
he’s ‘“‘going to keep cool, give away the 
rest of his money and be happy.” 

“Most men dig their graves with their 
teeth,’’ he said. “My stomach is my friend 
and I’m happier than any other man on 
earth. Old age depends upon heridity, com- 
mon sense and a good stomach. There are 
a lot of fellows downtown who tell me they 
want to live a short life and a merry one. 
I want to live a long life and a jolly one— 
in my own way. Some men like their clubs 
and society. That’s all right. I don’t be- 
long to a club and they couldn’t hire me 
to wear a swallow-tailed coat. 

A lot of men have a fine time with mid- 
night banqueting and speech-making. Let 
them go. I’ve got a room up here on the 
hill, 200 feet above Chicago, with the win- 
dows open at the bottom and it’s as g00d 
as a picnic to me to go to bed there at § 
o'clock every night. The trouble with most 
persons is that they're eating themselves 
to death. 


“I've got a lot of money that I earned in 
this western wilderness years ago and I 
don’t want to die unt#l I have given it back 
to the West. There are a lot of places out 
there where young fellows need colleges 
and schools and I’m fixing them up as fast 
as I can. This giving away of money ts 
great fun; it’s exhilarating. Besides’ it's 
worth all the big celebrations on earth to 
wake up from a nap feeling as spry as a 
kitten. That’s why I wrote the Dewey 
crowd and told them that if I were younger 
I would go in for a jolly day and cheer for 
the Admiral with the rest.’”’ 

The venerable benefactor who has given 
away his millions to colleges and is begin- 
ning to give out the principal chuckled as 
he thought of the nap he had been wakened 
from by an Iowa college president who 
wanted to talk over plans for the use of a 
big donation. ‘“‘The doctors tell us not to 
sleep after a hearty meal, but I sleep just 
the same, and I'll outiive the doctors that 
are giving the advice. : 

“You see,’ he continued, “this nap bus!- 
ness comes natural to me, for it’s anly go- 
ing back to an old habit I had years ago. 
For 12 years I was a doctor in Massachu- 
setts. The people didn’t have time to get 
sick during the day, and they kept the doc- 
tors running all night. That's how I came 
to nap during the day. Naw, I’m simply 
going back to the old scheme.” 

When Dr. Pearsons was asked how a man 
could live to be a hundred years old he 
sald: *“‘Clock work, clock work, all the year 
round.’’

PROVED TATAL 


George Able Killed in a Fight 
Over Beer. 


W. PEPPER KNOCKED HIM DOWN 


THEY WERE FRIENDS BEFORE 
THE BEER DRINKING BEGAN. 


Able Was Felled After Striking One 
Blow and Died in the Présence 
of Friends Within a Few 
Minutes. 


George Able, 18 years old, was killed in 
a quarrel over a bucket of beer on the side- 
walk in front of 3333 Ohlo avenue at about 
7:4 o'clock last evening. The police re- 
ported that he was knocked down by a 
blow under the chin from the fist of his 
friend, William Pepper of 21118 Stansberry 
street. 

Pepper ran away after the fight and es- 
caped. Daniel Thomas, 19 years old, of 
2338 South Second street, who was pres- 
ent, went -home and was arrested at 10 


o'clock by Policeman George Ichorn and 
locked up in the Second District Police Sta- 
tion. 

Thomas told the folloding 
fight: 

“Four or five of us were together from 
nbout 3 o’clock In the afternoon. We had 
been drinking beer. Able and Pepper had 
a quarrel over some trivial matter during 
the afternoon, I don’t Know what the quar- 
rel was about. I paid little attention to it. 
Pepper and IL left the crowd and started to 
xo home, I think Able followed us, for 
at the corner of Utah and Ohio he came 
up as we were about to take a car. 

‘Here the quarrel was renewed. We went 
down the avenue and in front of Bernard 
Franke's dairy we got some more beer.We 
got some more beer from Marcus’ saloon on 
the corner, next door to where Abel's folks 


live. 

“Pepper knocked him 
down. 1 don't know whether he kicked 
him or not. Pepper ran. 

“We then picked Able up and carried him 
into the yard. We left when we heard the 
policeman coming and later’ I went home. 
i don't know where Pepper went.’’ 
Thomas is a lithographer and worked last 
with the Stevens Lithographing Co. Pepper 
is employed in the issorui Car Works. 
Abie worked in the Friedman Bros.'’s & 
Schaefer's shoe factory. 

Officer Thomas Fogarty of the Second 
District said that he was on Cherokee street 
when he heard loud talking on Ohio avenue.

His History, Habits and Personality De- . 


scribed, by One Who Has Known Him 
Long and Studied Him Closely, 
for the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch. | 
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HOMAS C. PLATT is not a President 

maker in the sense Marcus A. Han- 

na is. He has never picked out a 

man, sald I will make him President and 

accomplished that purpose, but from Gar- 

field to McKinley, no Republican has been 

nominated for President without Platt’s 
consent. 


Thus far he is a Warwick in national af- 
fairs. In New York State politics he is the 
head and front of the Republic machine, a 
maker of Governors and a ruler of Léegis- 
latures. He is the most adaptable boss in 
the world. His motto is mot rule or ruin; 
be accepts defeat gracefully and wins as 
much profit when his enemies triumph as 
when his henchmen gain the places they 
were put up for. He did not pick Roose- 
velt for Governor, but he has daminated 
the Roosevelt administration; he did not 
pick McKinley for President, but he distrib- 
eutes the Federal patronage in New York. 

He is known as ‘“‘the easy boss,"’ and is 
the senior Senator from his State. 


Thomas C. Platt was barn July 15, 1833, at 
Oswego, N. Y. He entered Yale College in 
188, but within two years he left because 
of ill health. At the age of 21 he married, 
and in 184 engaged in business tn Ohlo. 


“Iater he returned to Owego, N. Y., where 


he learned the druggist’s business, and was

in the back room of their store that he had 
his Grat pelitical headquarters. 

He became president of the Southern Cen- 
tral Railroad while he lived in Owego, and 
was an officer of the national bank there. 
He retains those connections. 

His first political work was dome in the 
Wremont campaign. He wrote campaign 
songs, Organized a glee club and sang at 
political meetings. 


He is now and always has been fond of 
music, and after he went to New York 
City he sang in the cholr of the Madison 
Square Presbyterian Church. 

Barly in the early fifties Mr. Platt was 
one of the editors of a publication called 
St. Nicholas. He had charge of the humur- 
ous Gepartiment, which was headed “Our 
Stockings,’ and he wrote rhymes and satir- 
cal paragraphs, 

He served in Congress from 1738 to 1877, 
end was a Senator in 1881. His resignation 
and failure to secure re-election, the pre- 
dictions that his career was ended, his 
gradual return to political influence, his re- 
election unanimously to the Senate in 1897, 
are all well-known matters of political his- 
tory. 

In personal appearance Senator Platt is 
spare of build, wiry and facile of move- 
ment. His voice is gentie and his manners 
quiet, though energetic. His eyes are hazel 
and the lide droap somewhat. His beard is 
Gark brown, streaked with gray, and 
tclmméd to a point. 

Arched brows which the phrenologists call 
“jutting,”” shade his eyes. 

His hands are thin, bony and indicative 

of nervous energy. 
The Senator is a stanch Presbyterian, and 
was for many years connected with the 
Madison Square Church, but he left it a 
few years ago when Dr. Parkhurst’s utter- 
ances made it no longer possible for the 
Senator to look to him as a spiritual! shep- 
herd. He now attends the Marble Colleg!- 
ate Church, Fifth avenue and Twenty-ninth 
street. 


Idke Gen. Grant, the Senator talks little, 
and then only in crisp, direct, often ep!- 
grammatic sentences. H's life is systemat- 
fo. It is said of him that you’ might set 
your watch by the time of his arriva)] home 
from his office. He is temperate in all 
things, simple food, clothes and ornaments 
pleasing him best. The Genator is pecullar- 
ly approachable. It is uwiwertain whether 
more men call on him in his business of- 
fice or at bis rooms in the hotel where he 
makes his home. 


Senator Platt rises at 6:30 o'clock and a 
balf later he is in the corridor of the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel. He goes to the news stand 
and buys the morning papers—all of them. 

Before unfolding the papers he gocs to 
the private room of Mr. Hitchcock in the 
rear of the hotel office and writes from 
one to three letters. He mails them and 
goes to breakfast, scorning the elevator, 
and walking up the marble stairs, It is 
1.30 o'clock, | . ; 


He eats a light breakfast and reads the 
newspapers while at the table. No news- 
paper man oan “go through” them more 
quickly. 

He goes to his room after breakfast. 
Often he has callers at that early hour, 
Sometimes he receives them in his room, 
at others in the corridor. If there are no 
callers he is ready for his downtown of- 
fice soon after 8 o'clock. 

Benator Platt invariably leaves the hotel 
from the Twenty-third street entrance and 
goes by way of the Sixth avenue elevated 
road to Rectoar street. 

He is at his desk in the front room, up 
one fiight, at No. 49 Broadway, until 1 
o'clock. 


Hils mail is something great. He has let- 
ters by the bundle and newspapers mailed 
from many places outside New York City. 
Few men can find out what is in a letter 
in such shart order. It is one of his un- 
failing beliefs that every letter should re- 
celve an answer. He answers as s00n @s 
possible, and by 10 o’clock his stenographer 
has notes for replies to most of the morn- 
ing budget. 


All manner of visitors call upon Senator 
Platt during the forenoon. If a visitor 
comes before the letters are answered, and 
he is an acquaintance, he may come in and 
tell Mr. Platt why he has called. It will 
not interrupt Dusiness much, as he can dio- 
tate a letter and listen at the same time 

He subscribes to two or three clippings 
bureaus. Somebody attends to those for 
him, selecting the few that the Senator 
has time to read. He is amused at the 
political cartoons in which he figures. 

His desk is covered with papers, tele- 
grams and memoranda, for he never thor- 
oughly cleans it up. 


If a friend calls him on telephone and 
asks ““‘Who ts it?” he answers, “This is 
T. CC.” If a stranger inquires he answers, 
“This is Mr. Platt.’ 

Mr. Platt goes ta luncheon at 1 o'clock. 
He eats sparingly at this time; some oys- 
ters oF soup, bread, sometimes a chop or 
a bit of meat cooked simply. 


He does not use tobacoo in any form. 
About 20 years ago he gave up smoking 
because it was making him nervousz He 
is not a@ teetotaller, and occasionally he 
drinks a glass of wine at dinner. 


Mr. Platt has been a member of several 
clubs, among them the St. Nicholas, Law- 
yers’ and Down Town, but he ig not a 
“club man.” 

He leaves his office in time to reach the 
Pifth Avenue Hotel at 5 o'clack. From that 
time until @ little after 6 o'clock he is in 
his room, reading or talking with callers. 
He dines between 6 and 7. From that hour 
until 10 he receives more callers, unless 
he goes to the theater. Mrs. Platt is his 
inseparable companion on such evenings. 


Mr. Platt is a great reader—the newe- 
Papers, the magazines, the latest boaks, 
and the standards of all kinds. He can 
Quote Scripture without end. He is fond 
of Dickens and Thackerary, and remem.- 
bers the old poems that were in the read- 
ing books 60 years ago.

His closest friends and most frequent vis- 
itors have never yet seen him tn dressing 
gfown and slippers.

He does not ride a bi- 
cycle, or play at golf, but he does admire

Except during very hot weather he wears 
a Prince Albert coat, which is always but- 
toned, unless he is at his desk. His trous- 
ers are of light, striped cloth and his shoes 
always polished. 

In the summer he lives at the Ortenta! 
Hotel, Manhattan Beach, where during the 
daytime he wears a sack sult of a dark 
siatish blue, a straight, stiff-brimmed straw 
hat and tan shoes. 

Men who have known Mr. Piatt for a 
quarter of a century and have seen him 
daily have yet to find him when his raiment 
does not seem to be freshly put on. His 
collar is never wilted. For many years he 
wore a “standing” collar, with the corners 
surned, with @ “shield” tle.

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BUTTE, Mont, March &.

N 189 F. August Heinze of New York 
made an unpretentious debut in the 
mining world et Butte, Mont. His sub- 

sequent elevation to the top notch has 
been as sensational as any recorded in the 
annals of mining operations. Heinze ts now 
about 34 years of age, short of stature and 
heavy set, with a smooth face and boyish 
countenance, and possesses the determined 
and aggressive disposition of the successful 
plunger and gambler. 

He first went to work under ground as an 
engineer for the Boston and Montana Cop- 
per Mining Co., at a salary of % a day. He 
soon became known throughout the camp 
as the “dude miner,” for his style was a 
wide departure from the usual customs of 
a mining camp, he coming out of the mine 
after his-day’s shift and changing from his 
“digging clothes” to a dress sult, in which 
he invariably appeared for dinner. He had 
more or less money of his own outside of 
his we¢es, and took up the work in the 
mine for the purpose of gaining practical 
experience and studying the general situa- 
tion. He had neither theoretical nor prac- 
tical knowledge of mining when he struck 
Butte, but continued In the employ of the 
Boston and Montana Co. for about two 
years, when he returned to New York City. 

He had two brothers in New York, Ar- 
thur and Otto, and at about the time he 
returned to the East their grandmother 
died and left each of the boys $50,000. August 
improved the opportunity by going to Ger- 
many, where he took a technical course 
of two years in one of the leading schools 
of mineralogy, and returned to New York 
prepared to enter actively into business as 
a mining aperator. 

He had practically decided upon his plans 
for future action, and invited his two 
brothers to join him in proposed ventures 
at Butte. Arthur, who was a lawyer, ac- 
cepted and pooled his money witn 
August, but Otto decided that the dry goods 
business was good enough for him, and de- 
clined the offer. 

It was not long before August was back 
in Butte, where he leased the Estella mine 
from James A. Murray, and constructed @ 
small smeiter, which fornied the nucleus of 
his present extensive reduction works. Bit- 
ter litigation soon followed with Murray 
over the Estella lease, Murray claiming @ 
violation of contract, which provided for 
the payment of 2% per cent royalty on all 
ore running over 12 per cent copper. Mur- 
ray contended that a large proportian of 
the ore as produced from the mine con- 
tained more than 12 per cent copper, and 
as high as 2 per cent, but that Helnze 
evaded the payment of the royalties by 
mixing enough waste rock with the ore to 
keep its per cent below 12, thus avoiding the 
stipulateed payment. This contention, how- 
ever, was not substantiated in the trial, 
which Heinze won. 

Heinze also secured a number of other 
profitable leases. Phenomenal! luck seemed 
to follow him in every venture. He finally 
bought a contralling interest in the Rarus 
mine, which he was leasing, for $225,000. 
This was in the heart of the copper district. 
Other interests were gathered together by 
purchasing in emall amounts. He also 
leased the Glengarry claim, and developed 
it In connection with the Rarus, merging 
the workings Into one general system and 
treating the ore fram both at his smelter, 
besides doing custom work. 

In 1895 he was attracted to British Colum- 
bia, where he secured large concessions of 
land, built a smelter at Trail City and con- 
structed a narrow gauge railroad from the 
Columbia River at Trall City to Rassland, 
18 miles Inland. ‘The mining excitement 
in British Columbia was at its height, the 
Leroy mine, owned by Spokane parties, 
being the heaviest producer. George Turner, 
a lawyer of Spokane, but now United States 
Senator from Washington, managed the Le- 
roy, and succeeded in making a million or 
more dollars out of the property. Trouble 
arose among the holders, and Helnze gave 
Turner $50,000 with which to secure control 
of the stock, with an agreement that Tur- 
ner should give Heinze a two years’ con- 
tract to treat the output of the mine, about 
20 tons per day, at $11 per ton, the ore to

be cauled over Heinze’s narrow gauge road, 

The big rush to that district proved most 
profitable to the Trail road, and Heinze con- 
structed branches to his road in various 
directiona His powér was growing too 
much to sult the Canadian Pacific officials, 
who threatened to parallel his line. Within 
two years of the time -he went to British 
Columbia, Heinze sold his smelter and rall- 
road interests to the Canadian Pacific for 
$1,200,000, reserving to himsel is conces- 
sions of about 300,000 acres of eral and 
agricultural lands. . 

Upon Heinze’s return to Butte two years 
ago litigation was started there against him 
by the Boston and Montana, the Butte and 
Boston and the Anaconda Copper Mining 
companies, which were practically con- 
trolled by the same people or “the Marcus 
Daly interests.’’ The litigation was started 
by the Butte and Boston Co. instituting 
sult against Heinze for $150,000 damages for 
ore alleged to have been extracted. from 
the Michael Davitt claim through the work- 
ings on the Rarus. This was followed by a 
sult for $500,000 by the Boston and Montana 
Co. for ore claimed to have been taken 
from the Pennsylvania claim through the 
Rarus. Heinze then filed sult against the 
Boston and Montana Co. for over $2,000,000 
for ore alleged to have been taken from 
the Rarus through the lower workings of 
the Mountain View. Sult after sult was soon 
piled up on every conceivable pretext, until 
there are now nearly 60 different suits pend. 
ing between these parties In the State 
courts of Montana and the United States 
courts. 

When the legal warfare started between 
the Boston and Montana and Butte and 
Boston on the one side, and the Montana 
Ore Purchasing Co. and F. A. Heinze on the 
other. Heinze summoned his brother, who 
is @ lawyer, and had one year spent in in- 
vestigating the mining titles on the Butte 
Mountain. A state of affairs, as respects 
overlapping claims and legal titles, was 
discovered that could have existed under so 
much of value nowhere else in the world. 
Among other things, it was discovered that 
the richest mine of the Bostan and Mon- 
tana, the famous Comanche, had by the 
records an imperfect title. This mine was 
made up of two claims, the Dayton and the 
Comanche, one overlapping the other, the 
Dayton being rather on the north side. 
When the Boston and Montana bought the 
Comanche {t was supposed to include the 
Payton claim, which covered about one-half 
the Comanche ore chute, It appears that 
Patrick Largey had deeded a two-thirds 
interest In the Dayton to the Comanche, 
but the Heinze brothers discovered Largey 
owned but one-third by the record, and 
and that the title to @ large part of the 
Dayton was still with Adolph Wetstein. It 
is sald Largey had bought the property of a 
party who haé never owned it, or had given 
his word in place of a deed. 

By the organizatian of the Montana Ore 
Purchasing Co. Senator Clark, who is Mr. 
Daly’s bitterest enemy, became identified 
with the Heinze interests. The Daly in- 
sre have been merged into the Amal- 
gamated Copper Co., with Mr. Daly at the 
head, and strengthened by the Standard Oil 
interests, so that it is now @ battle royal 
to a fintsh. 

Helinze’s luck hag never left him in any 
of his big legal battles. His popularity and - 
prestige have been steadily in the ascend- 
ant since he was first pitted against Mr, 
Daly. The present publio feeling is now 
said to be such that it is declared thet, un- 
less the law and the evidence are clearly 
egainst Heinze there is no chance af the 
Standard O!l people getting elther judge or 
jury verdict against him in Montana. The 
Heinze claims for damages now aggregate 
almost $14,000,000, to say nothing of the 
chances of his getting possession of a frac- 
tion of the richest part of the Anaconds 
and a part of the Comanche claim of the 
Boston and Montana Co, 

It {s sald that Mr. Heinze now has politi- 
cal ambitions, and has offered to sell his in- 
terests to the Amalgamated Co, far $i5,< 
000,000, the company first offering $5,000,008 
and then raising to $10,000,000. If Heinze can 
merge his interest {nto the Amalgamated. 
and thereby secure the management of the 
consolidation, he will be tn line to succeed 
Marcus Daly, who is supposed to be about 
ready to retire fram politics and active ilfe,

Davis’ real name was Charles Gillespie, 
and he was born in Baltimore about §3 
ago. His father was an exhibitor of t 
dogs, his mother an actress. He began his 
stage career at 56 in Benton's old variety 
theater in Broaklyn, singing “Where Have 
You Been, Billy Boy, Billy Boy?” He was 
with many old-time circuses and minstrel 
shows. 

His real start was when he wrote a 4-min- 
ute sketch called “On the Sly,’ which de- 
picted a farmer In gay New York, It made 
such a hit that he wrote “Alvin Joslin” 
and made a fortune out of it. ' 

In 1890 he built the Alvin Theater here. 
At that time it was the handsomest the- 
ater in America. The dressing rooms were 
furnished with rugs, bric-a-brac and paint- 
ings, and those for the stars had bathtubs, 
Tapestries, paintings and art treasures were 
all over the house. : 

When it wag opened in 1891 the Duquesne 
Theater, under the management of David 
Henderson, had just been opened. Davis 
struggled along with his beautiful theater 
for two seasons and then gave it up. To 
keep his head above water he mortgaged 
his theater and borrowed money on his 
personal property, and especa@ily upon nie 
famous diamvunds. 


Davis owned over $580,000 worth of dia-

It was 
making money and Davis expected soon toe 
be out of debt and again a rich man. But 
pneumonia set In and he died suddenly. 
His funéral services were held tn the 
lobby of his theater, which was probably 
the first time that a prominent playhouse 
was ever used for such @ purpose, 
A week after Davis’ death his attorney 
filled tis Wii. It was a@& great sturp 
wasdatetd April 5, 186.

ONSUMPTIVES, sleep out of door! Make your beds under the 
stars. Breathe in your slumbers the undiluted air of night— 
even though it be the night of bleak New England. This is 
the latest message of science to the affilcted.+ This is the reversal of 
old prejudices from which victitne of the most terrible disease are asked 
to take courage. : 

As a matter of experiment, I have slept, and am now sleeping, on a 
rof garden. Until you have tried it yourself you cannot know how 
much refreshed one feels after a night spent in sleep out of doors. 

One word about those cabalistic terms, “dampness” and “draughts.” 
They are bugbears, and not to be considered seriously for a moment. 
Many times my patients have found their bed coverings and night 
clothes wet with dew, and once in a while a summer's rain has dis- 
turbe4 ghetr healthful slumbers, but with no harm beyond the neces- 


sity of drying the bed clothes before another bedtime. I am quite ready 
to believe that if people could be taught to fear impure air and over- 
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heated rooms as they now dread a slight increase of moisture of a little 
air stirring in the house tuberculosis would become as infrequent as 
str.allpox.”’ 

It ise now nearly two years since I was called to see a young man 
whose family history is most remarkable, his brother, father, grand- 
father, two aunte—one on either side—and an uncle all having died of 
chronic phthists. He was suffering from cough, wheesing and dyspnea, 
and had a temperature of 106.0 degrees. Throughout that winter he 
continued to loge ground, in spite of the remedies ordinerily used in 
euch cases, until in the spring he had lost nearly 15 pounds. Dr. Bow- 
ditch’s diagnosis was incipient phthisis, and he advised a change of cli- 
mate unless considerable improvement took place during the next two 
months. My patient was broken-hearted at the thoughts of leaving 
home, and the immediate result was ea further loss of four or five 
pounds. 

About this time I read a brochure by Dr. B. O. Otis. of Boston, de- 
scribing the foreign sanatoria, in which be tells how Detweller compels 
his patients to remain out in their reclining chairs until 10 o'clock at 
night ir, order to obtain more fresh gir. Feeling convinced that the 
night _time could be far better spent tn bed, I urged my patient to try 
sleeping out of doorma He began the last of June, 189%, and slept with 
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ne awning or roof over his head for five consecutive montha with the 
exception of only nine nights, when rainy weather prevented. Within 
the first two weeks one could see that he was making progress in the 
right direction. At the end of a month his temperature was normal, 
his cough and wheezing had almost disappeared, and he was apparently 
em the road to recovery. 

At Thankegiving time, on the day before the great November storm 
of 1888, when he came into my office, his weight was 144 pounds, he hav- 
ing gained 22 pounds in four months. The only medicine which he took 
was the tincture of nux vomica. He has continued perfectly well ever 
since and now tips the scales at 147. 

This man has worked in a shoe factory nine hours a day without 
the loss of a day since his treatment began. While sleeping out of 
doors he wore a soft felt hat and4 cotton nightshirt and was covered 
with the ordinary bed clothes He usually went to bed at 8 o’alock be- 
cause the sun awakened him early in the morning. 

This treatment was also tried by a man of & years under my oare. 
His disease presented the peculiarity that the physical signs were first 
heard just underneath the upper part of the sternum He had slept 
upon the platform eince July, has gained 11 pounds, and shows im- 
provement in every way, although some erepitation can yet be heard. 
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The amount ef 
lung tissue involved in this boy’s case is too extensive to justify the 
expectation of permanent arrest, but he gained 19% pounds during the 
summer. I have for several reasons not allowed him to attend school. 
His mother is not content to let him sleep alone under the stars, and she 
has placed a second cot beside his own on the platform. Although ne 
invalid herself, the outdoor treatment has done her much good, for shy 
has gained very decidely in weight, strength and color. . 
My instructions in regard to diet are for patients to eat whatevey 
they desire. Some of the patients have had two baths a day. one has @ 
cold sponge tn the morning, end another a tepid bath at night, followed 
by a good rub. When not at work they have spent the greater part of 
the day in the open air. The patient ts instructed to keep a record of 
the number of hours he spends in the house end to give good reasons 
for not having spent them out of doors. He is urged to eat al] he 
in toree ordinary meals. No hard and fast restrictions are placed 
the diet. Milk, eggs and vegetables are recommended and the use 
pastry and confectionary discouraged. All those who can

KORGH DAY, a 14-year-old negro, 
has the most remarkable appetite 
and eating capacity that ever went 


on record in Indiana. In four hours this ra- 
pacious youth ate 72 bananas, 3% oranges 
and three pouhds of nuts. Moreover, he Says 
he is willing to try it again. 

Young Day belongs in Henderson, Kvy., 
but he has been in Evansville several 
weeks. Last Saturday night he was hunery 
and had no money. He was passing ile 
fruit store of Guiseppe Carso at the cor- 
ner of Main and Eighth streets. All at once 
a thought struck him to break into the 
stand. He secured a stepladder and was 
soon in the stand helping himself. Once in- 
side the boy could not get out again and 
after he had eaten all he cared to he'threw 
himself of the floar and was soon fast 


asleep. 


When the Italian opened his stand he dis- 
covered that some one had been in the 
stand and began to investigate. He found 
the colored lad sleeping soundly. He called 
an officer and had the boy arrested. 

Last Monday the boy was arraigned in 
the Police Court, and admitted that he had 
broken into the fruit store and eaten as 
much as he wanted, because he was hun- 
gery and had no money. 

It was a sight to see the lad in court. He 
laughed as he told his story and it was 
a hard matter for anv one In the court- 
room to keep from laughing at the way he 
addressed the oourt. Asked if he had eaten 
72 bananas and 36 oranges the boy said:

“There are other matters than the mere 
facial disguise in which the devices of act- 
ors to change their appearance are some- 
times very elaborate. William H. Crane, 
when he used to play “Falstaff,”” was un- 
able to impress himself with a sense of 
the bulk of the character without wear- 
ing heavy pads that made him seem twice 
or- three times the ordinary size. To strug- 
gie under such a load was, of course, @Xx- 
hausting, and he was glad to give up the 
part as soon as possible.

“When Victor Maurel sings ‘Falstaff’ he 
always wears an arrangement made of light 
wicker work hanging on his shoulders. It 
moves awkwardly, and in this way closely 
resembles the actions of a very fat. man. 
Very frequently the appearance of great 
flesh is produced by the use of an outside 
rubber covering, which is fitted over the 
and then blown up to the size de- 
The disadvantage of this method is 
to leak, although in farce or 
burlesque, in which such expedients are 
custoramily employed, such an accident 
really makes very little difference. But it 
would not do to have that sort of thing 
happen very often. It would not serve, for 
instance, when one wanted to pad the legs. 

‘The way in which these additions to 
the personal charms are acquired is rather 
different, however, from the genera] idea 
of them. Pads are not applied as most per- 
think, to certain parts of the leg dl- 
They are made of :lamb’s’ wool 
to the inside of a pair of cotton 
tights, which are worn under those visible 
to the public. The are obtained by 
having the measurements taken and every 
pecularity of the leg which requires im- 
provement is examined by the maker, Then 
the defects are corrected In the cotton 
tights, and when they are slipped on with 
the pads inside them the legs are supposed 
to be as nearly perfect as arilficial devices 
can make them, 

“Sometimes the lege are different in cer- 
tain respects, even when there is no other 
fault to be found with them, These irreg- 
ularities are aleo corrected by the cos- 
tumers. If the actors do not care to spend 
the money or take thé time necessary to 
have the tights made to order, other de- 
vices are to be had which possess the ad- 
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crumbs—they 
please—a pinch of salt, the yolk of an ezg 


and a dessertspoonful of olled butter; mix 
thoroughly, and then add by degrees three- 
quarters of a teacupful of lukewarw water; 
beat to a smooth cream, add the whites of 
two egga whisked to a firm froth, and then 
a teaspoonful of vanilla.

“Only a short time ago I went see an 
actor who hae the reputation of surround- 
ing himself with rather poor companies. 
They are made up, for the most part, of 
young men who are just beginning on the 
stage. I saw him in Richard III,’ and when 
one of the company delivered his lines with 
unusually good elocution and real feeling, 
I said to myself, ‘Now, there is a dramatic 
echool beginner evidentiy, but he speaks 
Shakspeare as nobody on the slage 
can.’ I got that impression from his youth- 
ful appearance. 

“IT took up my programme to 
who such a promising beginner mighit 
and found that he had already been for # 
years on the stage and was very nearly (0 
at that time. But the youthfulness of his 
appearance was aetonishing. If I had been 
nearer the stage I might have detected 
that he really wae not young, but. he looked

This, of course, 
made his face look three or four times ite 
customary eige, and in that way he was 
able to judge very aceurately of the effecia 
of thepaints he used, and he was able. 
moreover, to apply his make-up in @ very, 
much more careful manner. 

“He had done another thing that night 
which always gives an appearance of 
vouthfulness, made up his face below the 
eyes with light or white paint. I am only 
87 years old, and a man of that age is sup- 
posed to be able to look Iike a youth on 
the stage without. the slightest difficulty. 
But 1 would not attempt to play ‘Romeo,’ 
for instance, unless I Qad taken the pre- 
caution to make my face under the eyes 
very light. That gives Immediately the 
look of freshness and youth to the face, 
and all actors who play youthful parts avail 
themeelves of the trick. The long white 
mark down the nose has long been ueed 
as the best.means of lengthening the nose. 
Nearly all men and women on the atage do 
that If a person with an ordinarily long 
nose attempts it. he or she gets a beak that 
would do for Cyrano.”

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SOCIAL STATUS OF OF THE SERVANT GIRL. 


An SS era by a oe es of Women Intothe 
Much Vexed Question Has Pro- 
duced Some Novel Results. 


HAT ts the social status of the 
household servant, and how can 
her condition be bettered? Prof. 
Mary Roberts Smith, in a recent number of 
the Forum, discusses fully the economto 
conditions with affect domestic employment, 
especially irregularity of hours, indefinite- 
ness of duties, social stigma and other con- 
elderations, "and then uses the following 
words with respect to efforts in behalf of 
the elevation of women meployed in house- 
bold service: 


Whatever is done for manners or morals 
must be done, as for other working girlie, 
by establishing friendly relations with them, 
and by winning them to more refined concep 
tions of life. The want of social pleasures 
and ef opportunity for self-education ie the 
result of all conditions just discussed, te 
which must be added the one most fatal of 
all, the want of aspiration. With the im- 
provement of other conditions, thie will reme- 
dy iteelf. But the desire for eome social and 
intellectual recreation may be stimulated 
through clubs, books and amusements. To 
all these the mistress carneat least contribute 
the etimulus of ber own culture and friendly 
interest. 


Gome time ago the Woman's Fducational 
and Industrial Union of Boston commenced 
@ series of systematic inquiries relating to 
the problem of domestic service, The re- 
sults were published by the Massachusetts 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. Another por- 
tion of the investigation, conducted by Miss 
Mary W. Dewson, related especially to the 
social environment of the domestio ser- 
vant. 

What opportunities has she for improve- 
ment in education, what amusements and 
recreations, what ways of spending ner 
jeisure time? 

Industrially her position ts peculiar. She 
is in the family, but not of it. The service 
required of her is of the highest import- 
ance to the peace and comfort of her em- 
ployer, but her work is considered inferior 
im many ways to that of other self-sup- 
porting women. To raise. the social stand- 
ards of those in domestic service, to dig- 
nify and elevate, if possible, this kind of 
employment, would remove one of the bar- 
giers which now deter working women a 
voluntarily accepting it. 

It ig beyond question that while certain 
social opportunities are enjoyed by those 
who are employed in the factory or the 
shop, due in a measure to unity in action 
on the part of the workers and to gener- 
ally acepted customs growing out of the 
employment, in domestio service there is 
neither uniformity of privilege nor recog- 
nized social status. 

There is neither the clear recognition of 
qutual responsibility and reciproca] rights 
and duties which marked the old relation 
of mistress and servant, nor the equally 
well-defined relations which in industrial 
and mercantile employment exist between 
employer and employe. 


The domestic has ceased to be a ser- 
vant, as that term was formerly used; 
she has not yet become an employe, as 
that term is now used in industrial oc- 


cupations. 


Tt te not expected thet difficulties which 
are everywhere admitted to exist can be 
removed merely by the accumulation of 
data; but any solution of the problem must 
rest upon full knewledge of its conditions. 
It is the portrayal of these conditions that 
concentrates attention and stimulates en- 
deavor to improve them. 

Out of the 181 Boston families from which 
information was obtained, there were only 
Gin which more than two persons were em- 
ployed. In 109 families only one was em- 
ployed. Obviously, the picture presented by 
the answers to the inquiries is mainly that 
of the social life of the domestic servant 
in families which' are undobtedly the ma- 
jority in any American community, namely 
those in which one or at most two servants 
@re expected to perform the various 
household duties. ; 

The classification and ages of the em- 
ployes covered by the investigation were 
as follows: The total number, 231, being 
classified in four groups, including respect- 
ively 64 cooks; 116 engaged in general house- 
work: 24 parlor and chamber maids, etc., 
and 37 so-called second girls. 

As to ages, although the range fs wide, 
Mamely, from 17 to 65 years, the majority 
were between 20 and 80 years of age, only 
12 being under ™*, and but 48 above 30 
years of age. Only one of theesecond girls 
was above 80; none the cooks 
were under 20. and 19 under %.. On the 
other hand, 72 64 cooka were over 
89. a@amuch larger proportion than a 
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y wage, t! iKcgremate recempen 
for the week's service per employe dees no! 
sufler by comparison, if there were no other 
factors to be considered, with wages paid 
in stores or factories, to women of average 
capacity. 

Only eeven of the whole number were 
born in Massachusetts, and only two in 
other New England States.

King of Abyssinia, 


to Be Modern 


een 
Who Has Chosen 
in Our Sense, 


Wishes to See What the 
Newer People Have 
Done. 


PARIS, March 19.

DGUS MENELIK, 

king of Abyssinia, who claims de- 

scent from King Solomon and the 
Queen of Sheba, and who has evolved an 
appreciation of civilization from his own 
inner Consciousness, will visit Europe this 
year to view civilization as there ex- 
emplified. It is announced that he will go 
by way of Italy into Spain and Germany, 
and after a long stay at Paris may go on 
to London. 

Menelik {s now % years of age. He was 
crowned Emperor of Ethiopia, Nov. 4, 1839, 
and during his reign has proved himself, 
not only a warrior of prodigious personal 
courage and generalship, but has intro- 
duced to his country so many reforms in 
government that Abyssinia can hardly again 
be classed as entirely savage. His empire 
made up of small kingdoms, and the 
major portion of the people profess the 
(hristian religion and accept as divine 
their feudal constitution. Until the ac- 
cession of Menelik many of the Abyssinian 
laws condemned evil doers to terrible forms 
of punishment. A murderer was given over 
to the relations of his victim in order that 
they might themseives kill him. But now 
such trial is conducted with the greatest 
s0lemnity and Menelik himself presides 
over the Superior Court. 

The king is of medium height, powerful 
and courageous, In battle he always leads 
the charge and has shown the new world 
on many occasions how much can be ac- 
complished in semi-savage warfare by per- 
sonal bravery. Hie is singularly liberal in 
his religious views and although his peo- 
pie are largely dissolute he has remained 
temperaie in all his habits. He has always 
respected liberty of conscinence and consid- 
ers missionaries the precursors of civiliza- 
tion. 

Meneltk inhabits a beautiful palace near 
his cap'tal of Entotto. ‘“‘Adissababa’"’ Is the 
Windsor of Abyssinia, and there dwell the 
royal family and the court. Menelik has two 
daughters, married to the two chief provin- 
cial governors. His her his grandson, 
now a youth of 14, who may or may not re- 
jvice in the name of Wassen Segged. 

The Emperor of Abyssinia is not only 
the chief military commander, but also the 
chief magistrate and chief financier of his 
empire. Curiously enough all the money 
used in Abyssinia is minted either in Aus- 
tria or ltaly, France supplying the postage 
stamps. Meneiik’s army, the one which 
routed the Italians and gave him the fa- 
mous victory at Adowa, is composed of yvol- 
unteers, recruited from the peasantry. The 
whole army, includ'ngw regulars, volunteers 
and militia, counts something Uke half a 
million of men. They are redoubtable at 
close quarters and are said to make the 
finest charges of any army in the world. 
The Abyssinian soldier possesses singular 
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THE SULTAN OF JOL 


powers of endurance. For whole months 
together he will live on a few handful of 
flour and dried peas, and 10,000 Abyssin- 
jans will exist for a whole year on food 
that would disable the same number of Eu- 
ropeans in three months. 

During the past five years King Menelik 
has taken pride and pleasure in introduc- 
ing such European innovations as would 
prove of practical benefit to his people, but 
he has made no attempt to interfere with 
their distinctly national customs. In 18% 
Count Leontieff, a retired officer in the 
Russian cavalry of the imperial guard, vis- 
ited Menelik and was accorded many priv- 
lleges, among them that of gratifying 
his taste for photography. It is said 
that Menelik became intensely inter- 
ested in the camera, and on more 
than one occasion “pressed the . 0but- 
ton’ himself and would have ‘‘done the 
rest’’ had his courtiers not grown alaymed 
at his new fad and fearing it might dl- 
vert him from his numerous regal dutles, 
entreated the Count to refrain from initi- 
ating him into the mysteries of the dark- 
room. He was greatly delighted with a 
phonograph presented to him by the Rus- 
sian officer and he permitted a “snap-shot"’ 
of himself to be taken in the act of listen- 
ing through the phonograph to a martial 
air played by a celebrated Russian band. 
Later he organized a brass band for him- 
self, with the help of a shipment of brass 
instruments from Russia, but the experi- 
ment has not yet proven a success, his 
bandsmen having a deeply rooted aversion 
to keeping time. 

But the efforts of the King to 
familiarize his people with European cus- 
toms, they, show no tendency to throw off 
their national robes and skins and don the 
attire or ape the manners of Europeans. 
The plug hat and evening dress suit have 
no attractions for them, and even Menelik 
has only compromised by wearing a 
black hat with his Abyssinian robes. 

The claim of Menelik to descent from 
King Solomon and the Queen of Sheba has 
proved very fascinating’ to the archeologist. 
The story goes that at the end of the fif- 
teenth century adventurers on the west 
coast of Africa heard rumors of a powerful 
Christian ruler in the far interior. Father 
Alvarez in 1520 penetrated the country and 
returning, published his chronicle. Among 
other things he wrote: 

“We stayed in Agnasumo (probably Ax- 
um) for eight months. The town was the 
city, chamber and abode of the Queen 
Saba (Sheba), who took the camels laden 
with gold to Solomon when he was build- 
ing the temple of Jerusalem. There is in 
this town a very noble church, in which 
we found a very great chronicle written 
in the language of the country, and it 
Stated in its commencement how it had 
been written first in Hebrew and after- 
ward put into Greek, and from Greek into 
Chaldee, and from Chaldee into the Abvs- 
Sinian tongue, 
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A Breezy Letter from One of the Americans 
Who Are Hiking About Our New Pos- 
sessions Across the Pacific. 


HE Sultan of Sulu and the Island of 
Jolo, with incidents of American 
soldier life in the Orlent, are thus 

Gescribed by FPrivate M. L. Holstein of 
Boulder, Colo., in a letter to relatives of 
Denver: 

“Jolo is a small island tn the Philippines, 
@bout 700 miles frome Luzon, and is the 
hdhome of the much-talked of Sultan or Sulu, 
hamed Iiadji Mohammed Momoloi Kiram. 
He is about 3 years of age, I should judge, 
and is the proud possessor of a dozen or 
more wives, whwu, according to all accounts, 
are now American sultanas. The cosiume 
which these American sultanas wear con- 
sists of an undershirt and bloomers and a 
kind a shaw! or handkerchief, which they 
wear in cold weather. They will make 
@ picturesque adjunct to American soci- 
ety. A mother aiso comes with the Sultan. 
Bie was originally a siave girl, but Hadji's 
father fell ih love with her and married 
her, and in a short time she gained such 
a hold on him that she was recognized as 
supreme ruler. Then the Spaniards became 
dissatisfied and deposed the monarch and 
put a new Sultan in his stead. The old 
Sultana didn't like it at all and sent word 
to the new Sultan that she wanted to mar- 
ry him, but he had heard about her and 
80 refused with thanks. He first sent back 
word that his harem was full and said he 
had first considered the matter favorably, 
but on second thought decided to die a 
na‘ural death. His reign was short. Hadj! 
returned to the throne, moved his sultanas 
back to the seraglio and now the old Sul- 
tan enjoys the distinct'on of being the only 
original potenta‘e connected with the free 
and enlightened government of the United 
States, 

“I saw the whole bunch of sultanas and 
I can truthfully say I never saw a worse 
job lot of female loveliness before and 
don't expect I will ever again. There is 
one among the lot who is passably good 
looking; that is, she would go through a 
erowd with a good big push, and she has 
chewed so much betel nut that her mouth 
looks like a barrel of tar. Te sultan is a 


email man, quick, and seems to be inte.ll- 
gent. In ull dress he resembles a 


Spanish bull fighter. He wears tight 
Pantaioons and coat of khaki, as near as 
possible to ovr uniform. When he goes 
about armed, as he generally does, he is 
certainly a walking arsenal. On these 
occasions he wears a borong, which re- 
Bembjes a butcher's cleaver and is as sharp 
‘as @ razor, a long dagger with a anake- 
like blade, a two-cdged sword and a pair 
of horse pistola, That borong is one of the 
tet dangerous weapons ever constucted 
and will cut a man in two pleces with one 
blow. 

“Phe suitan does not live in the style 


becoming a monarch. lots of farmers 
in Oneida County live far better than he 
does. .His house is only two stories high 
and looks more like a Colorado homestead. 
It is a fact that a seraglio in Utah would 
make Hadji’s look like 3) cents. The sultan 
is a Mohammedan and he may accept his 
politics from the United States because he 
has to, but he takes his religion from the 
defender of the faithful. 

The Sultan’s bodyguard is a wonderful 
sight. They are armed with all kinds and 
Shapes of weapons, from the old style 
blunderbues to the latest magazine rifle. as 
I particularly noticed a couple of Mausers 
among the collection. They walk along 
one behind the other like a flock of geese, 
and a more motley array of humanity you 
never saw. As they passed us in review 
you would have laughed. Surprise and 
fright were on their faces and chagrin on 
ours to see and have to salute such a body 
of men. I suppose it is to keep everything 
quiet here and bide our time, but if they 
ever turn ug loose I believe we can go 
through them very quick, as the sub-chiefs 
complain that the Sultan is not treating 
them right and he does not have their sup- 
port. 


“Many have expressed friendly feelings 
for the Americans. Yokane, the most pow- 
erful chief tn the Sulu Islands, said he was 
willing to force the Sultan to terms if he 
refused the American propositions. Al! 
complain of the bad treatment the Sultan 
has given them. War among the controll- 
ing chiefs of the Moros is more likely than 
a war with the Americans, providing they 
do not Interfere with their religion and cus- 
toms. Por the first time in history, a 
white person can travel in safety in the 
Sulu Islands. The Moros or the adjoining 
islands of Mindanao do not acknowledge 
the present Sultan. His rule on this island 
is absolute. For instance, one Sunday. in 
company with half a dozen boys from the 
company, after we had been here a short 
time, I went out to see the surrounding 
country. All of us had our rifles and 10 
rounds of ammunition, as we are not al- 
lowed to go out unless armed. 

“After passing through a native village 
called Buz Buz, a small place.on the bay, 
where the houses are bullt on stilts over 
the water, reaching therm by way of nu- 
merous bamboo bridges, we were walking 
along looking for seashells. We saw a large 
crowd of natives and, of course, had to 
investigate. As we saw ovyT> own native 


police, we felt there was wy danger. We 
saw a sight we will neverg@bract. lt Was 
a public execution. They killed 11 with 
borings and everyone got a biow at them, 
but only one got a chance to hit the pris- 
oners while alive. They chopped them to

pieces, kicking the pieces around and call- 
ing out in their language ‘‘No Good.’ We 
tried to find out the cause of the execu- 
tion and as near as we could make out tney 
were charged with stealing fish, but the 
facts were not proven. It is a death pen 
to be guilty of theft in this part of the 
world. 

‘The town of Jolo is a picturesque-place 
filled with trees, parks and wide streets, and 
is as pretty a place as can see in 
many a day. It is surrounded by a stone 
wall 12 feet high, the top being covered 
with broken glass. The length of the wall 
is about a mile and a half, with 
boxes about 10 feet apart. 

“The business is carried on principally 
by the Chinese. They have a monopo.y 
of the trade. Six companies of the Twenty- 
third are here and one at the water works, 
one at Seessee and one at Bongal, which 
12 miles from Borneo. We are but a short 
distance from there ourselves. The inhab- 
itants consist chiefly of Chinese, Filipinos, 
Moros and Indians from India and a few 
full-blooded Africans. No one is aliowed 
on the streets after 9 o’clock and 
found out after that time is arrested 
put in the guardhouse. 

“I must tell you about the native po.ice. 
There are about one dozen employed by 
the government. They stand guard mount 
every morning and are dressed in tne 
same material as we are, only 
ers are skin tight.

ex MILES and other army officers 
are experimenting with a ball-bear- 
ing rifled gun which has broken all 
records thus far, and seems to have upset 
previous calculations as to the range and 
penetration of artillery. 

The new gun is a small two-pounder, but 
it has thrown a projectile two and ane-half 
miles and punctured a 1%-inch armor plate 
in the middle of its course. 

Upon this fact the army and navy off- 
cers calculate that a 6-Inch gun of the same 
sort could erarry 10 miles and sink a battle- 
ship: and that a 16-inch gun, similar to that 
beine ballt for the defense of New York 
Harbor, instead of having an extreme limit 
of 2 miles, if equipped with this new de 
vice could shoot % miles. 

The invention {s so simple that apparently 
it shoul4 have occurred to any bicycle 
“erank.” It merely applies to guns 
the ball-bearing principle of a bicycle. 

The only difference between this and the 
usval rifled gun ts that the circular grooves 
in the barrel are made deeper and filled 
with little steel spheres. 

When a projectile !s fired from such a 
gun, instead of rubbing and twisting its 
way out of the tight-fitting barrel it slides 
out on the steel rollers. 

Capt. Orlan C. Cullen of White Sulphur 
Springs, Va., is the inventor of the ball- 
bearing gun. He found out the actual needs 
of a modern artillerist by standing behind 
an insurgent battery in Cuba and shooting 
at Spaniards. 

It was his desire to have every snot 
‘‘vreased’’ and shoot twire as far that gave 
him the !dea for his new gun. Greasing a 


' gun barre! was hardly practicable, but ball- 
| bearings occurred to him as the best sub- 
| stitute. 


The offictal tests which the army and 
ravy have been conducting at the proving 
grounds near Washington during the past 
three months have shown the following iIn- 
teresting facts, as stated by the Inventor: 

“The trial gun, a two-pounder, has been 
fired 2311 rounds and is now only 3 per cent

“The average result for the Driggs, 
Hotchkiss and Maxim guns, with which my 
gun was tried In competition, was 1800 feet 
per second at the muzzle. The increase in 
range !s in like ratio. 

“As an example, all four guns were fired 
at a plate of nickeled steel ®) feet square 
and 1% tnehes thick. The plate was #0 
yards from the gun 

“The ball-bearing gun fired, hit and pen- 
etrated the plate. richochetted, and the pro- 
jectile was picked up 1626 yards beyond the 
plate, making a total range of 462% yards, or 
2% miles after getting through 1% inches 
of the best armor plate. The other three 
guns before mentioned, which were fired 
hit the plate In two instances. The Driggs 
and Hotchkiss with thelr projectiles falled 
to penetrate the plate and glanced into the 
earth in front of the plate. The Maxim pro- 
jectile hit the plate and stuck In it, with 
the nase of the projectile extending five- 
eighths of an inch through It. 

‘All four guns were fired with the same 
charges of brown semi-smokeless powder 
and the same weight of projectiles, the only 
difference being that the ball-bearing gun's 
projectile was perfectly smooth walled and 
the others eli Gred banded projectiles.

er-in-chief of the Boer army, and 
the most picturesque figure in South- 
ern Africa, is dead. 

He was 68 years old and had been in 
the Transvaal since he was 6, when his 
parents “‘trekked’’ from Cape Colony, his 
Disthplace. His baptismal names were 
Petrus Jacobus, but the Latin Petrus had 
long since become the Dutch Pleter, and Its 
diminutive Piet, while the name Joubert in- 
dicates a Huguenot, not Dutch ancestry. 
His countrymen called him “Slim Piet,” 
but that did not signify he was slender of 
frame, for in the Boer language ‘“‘siim’” 
corresponds to the American ‘“‘smart.” 

And smart he was, too. For he was not 
only the hero of the fight for independence 
fm 1880-81, when the slaughter at Majuba 
Hill caused Gladstone to make peace quick- 
ly with the Boer Republics, but since Oc- 
tober, 18%, he had compelled the British to 
retreat from Dundee and Glencoe, had bot- 
tiled up Gen. White and his army of 10,00 
in Ladysmith; had captured 80 of the en- 
emy in ane engagement and infilcted total 
losses of 10,000, besides frightening all En- 
giand into hysterics and summoning to his 
opposition the greatest chiefs of the Brit- 
ish army and nearly half a million of men. 

Gen. Joubert has always been described 
as pre-eminently a man of peace, domestic 
in his habits and a@ lover of liberty. From 
BDnglish sources it was sald at the begin- 
ming of the present war that Gen. Joubert 
4i4 not agree with President Kruger’s po!- 
icy as to the Outlanders and that he favored 
permitting them to vote both for presi- 
dential candidates and for those of the 
Voalksraad's First Chamber.

BELIEVE that appendectomy is advis- 

] able, firetly, in those cases where the 

abdominal omvity has been opened for 
other causes and where the condition of 
the patient will allow the additional time 
for the removal of the appendix, and pro- 
vided it can be removed through the orig!i- 
nal inetision. 

Secondly, in those cases where the pa- 
tient has suffered an attack of appendicti- 
tis, even though the recovery is complete. 
Statistics show that inflammation of the 
appendix recur in a large majority of cases, 
and each recurrent attack igs usually more 
severe than the preceding one. The usual 
cutcome cases is such that an 
operation ‘s necessary sooner or jater. It 
is in this class of cases, even if the re- 
covery is complete, that I think it justifi- 
able to remove the appendix as a prophy- 
lactic measure to insure again another at- 
tack. But I do not believe in appendectomy 
as a purely hygienic measure. It is true 
that modern. antiseptics have reduced the 
danger of opening the peritoneal cavity to 
aimost nil. Then, too, the normal appendix 
can generally be removed through a very 
small opening, not more than one inch in 
length if the incision be made in the linea 
sSemi-lunaris, and thus removing all dan- 
ger of unpleasant results, such as hernia. 
etc, So that the operation in normal con- 
dition should be a complete success in ey- 
ery case.

HE future prophylactic treatment of 
appendicitis occuples the same rela- 
tive position to medicine as Bellamy’s 


theorles do to the social fabric; that is, it 
is pleasant to dream about, but impossible 
to put Into practice. There i6 but a 
small percentage of individuals who are 
ever aware of the fact that they have an 
appendix, to anticipate a condition which 
may cause trouble, especially when the an- 
ticipation would, by reason of its universal 
application, call into action the services 
of the inexperienced, and, on account of 
them, occasion greater and graver dan- 
gers to life and more lasting sequelae than 
the disease which we endeavor to avoid. 
Rather educate the profession and public 
to the fact that the operation and the dis- 
euse for which we operate are practically 
devold of danger if performed by préper per- 
sone at a proper time. and that the proper 
time is not when all otber means have 
failed ,but at the earliest moment after a 
diagnosis has been made; not walting the 
elaborate and aseptic convenienres of the 
modern hospital, if this invites delay, but 
utilizing the private house, a tent, if neces- 
gary, a stable; but under all conditious 
operate immediately.

JOHN W. GATES — 
KNOWS 20,000 MEN PERSONALLY 


He Can Find RUPE: in Every 
City He Visits and Has Madean 


Immense Fortune, 


Was Begun 


OHN W. GATDBS, the former SBt. 
J Loulsan who played (and won) in the 
recent $1,000,000 poker game which be- 
gan in a private car leaving Chicago and 
was concluded a week later in the Waldorf- 
Astoria in New York City, is one of the re- 
markable Americans of the present. It Is 
sald of him that he knows a greater num- 
ber of individuals than any 10 men in th6 
United States, and there have been men 
who were personally acquainted with 20,000 
of their fellow-beings. It is said of him that 
there is hardly a town in this whole coun- 
try that is reachel by a railroad in which 
he does not know at least one man. A Bt. 
Louts relative says of him: 

‘He will enter the Mercantile Club of 
St. Louis and know more members than 
any member of the club who resides in the 
city and visits the place every day. His 
acquaintance is just as wide in the other 
St. Louis clubs. The same is true of him 
in New York. He is well known in London 
and ail the continental He plays 
every game and can go in any society. He 
is at home in any quarter of the. globe. 
He would never be lonesome in any quarter 
of the earth where civilization, exists. He 
has traveled extensively and has friends 
and acquaintances all around the world.” 

Mr. Gates came to St. Louls in 1882 and 
resided here until 15894. Since then his 
home and business headquarters has been 
Chicago. 

He is 45 years of age and Is worth §i,- 
000,000. His extraordinary powers of organi- 
zation have made millions for others, as 
well as for himself. 

Asice from these facts, Mr. Gates dis- 
tinguished himself, iess than a year ago, by 
his energetic pursuit of aged Alexander 
Jester, who is charged with the murder, in 
1870, of Gilbert Gates, John W. Gates’ 
brother, in Mifssourl. He hurried in a pri- 
vate train half way across the continent 
and telegraphed carte blanche to his mil- 
lions to sheriffs and other officers ahead of 
him on the trail. Gates’ money and Gates’ 
brains secured Jester to the Missouri au- 
thorities when it seemed certain that he 
would be released by the Oklahoma officers 
courts. Jester's trial is docketed to 
begin to-morrow at New London, Rallis 
County, Mo. 

Ex-Congressman 
Louis says of Mr. ¢ 

“He is affable, courteous, jovial, and, 
above all, companionable. There is about 
him a charm of manner which wins admi- 
ration and friendship among all who come 
within its scope. There is nothing sordid 
in his temperament. He ts invariably in 
good humor and listens to an anecdote in 
lighter vein or relates one wah equal 
relish. 

‘He carries the responsibilities of his im- 
mense interests easily. He is daring and 
thorough In everything he undertakes, and 
I never knew him to fall in anything he 
undertook.”’ 

Mr. Gates never held a political office. 
He has steadfastly refused to participate 
in politics for that purpose, but he is cred- 
ited with having seated three St Lovuisans 
in Congress. He refused a place in Presi- 
dent Harrison's Cabinet as Secretary of 
the Interior. He gave material assistance 
in the campaign which sent John A. Logan 
to the United States Senate from Illinois 
15 years ago, and Mr. Gates was then only 
30. He was one of Logan's ablest Newten- 
ants, and it was then that he first attracted 
attention as an organizer and director of 
political forces. 

He now ranks wth the ablest of that 
class below Mark Hanna.

Unfortunately 
these irragular branches are often inse- 
curely attnched to the main trunk and are 
broken off during violent wind storms. 
Mr. Christian Stamm, one of the oldest 
resident horticulturists in Egypt, advises, 
as the best method of culture, planting the 
eFeeds in good rich three feet apart, 
and allowing the seedlings to remain whefe 
first planted for four years. By that time, 
in Egypt, they are four to six inches in 
diameter. They should then be dug up 
and.the top cut back to the height desired 
for the trunk of the mature tree. ‘Trans- 
planting is done in Egypt cnly just as the 
new leaves are forming. At this season 
the vigorous trunks send out large, rapid'y 
growing branches and form in the first year 
a crown at least six feet in d'ameter, cov- 
ered with dense follage. In the second 
vear a very pretty avenue is formed, Dur- 
ing the first vear the transplanted trees re- 
quire occasional watering and respond 
quickly to every drop of water given them. 
They are, however, deep feeders and may 
be expected to grow well in such southern 
of America as have a moist 
eonsiderable depth.

What Has Been Done to Introduce Water Into Otherwise Arid 
Regions and the Results That Have Been Obtained. 


By J. C. Ulrich, Civil Engineer and 


Irrigation Expert. 

HE differences between agriculture un- 
under irrigation and that in regions 
of abundant rainfall are as marked 

as those between .the appearance of a 
landscape in Arizona and one in Illinois. 
The homeseeker from a humid region finds 
that his past experience as a farmer is of 
little service in choosing a location upon the 
arid lands of the West. 

Two causes explain the rapid extension of 
irrigation inthe West. One is the inability 
to raise crops without it; the other is the 
ease and cheapness with which.the 
ditches were built To the New England 
hill farmers the distribution of a layer of 
water over every inch of a Wheat field 
seems a labor of great magnitude and diffi- 
culty; but whem one has seen the gently 
sloping table-lands of Colorado, Kansas, 
and Nebraska he realizes tha: spreading 
water over the surface is as simple as plow- 
ing corn in lowa. 

A few days’ instruction and 
will make any man of ordinary intelligence 
able to ftrrigate most farm without 
any further direction or oversight.

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ORSHBACK riding has been steadily 
H increasing in popularity in St. Louis 
since the condition of the streets 
made bicycling impossible. Many of 5t. 
Louls’ fairest daughters as well as some of 
her best known young men are now enthusi- 
astic devotees of the equestrian art. And 
their number is increasing right along. 

In past years compar tively little interest 
has been shown in St. Lou's for this delignt- 
ful sport. In proportion to the size of the 
city, the people who indulged in it were 
very few when the extent of this sport's 
popularity in the East is considered. But 
now riding is not only being generally taken 
up here but those who do go in for it are 
devoting much of their apare time to seeing 
that thelr oostumes and equipment are of 
the most up-to-date fashion. 

Prominent among the St. Louls women 
who have lately taken up riding or are 
riding regularly of jate may be mentioned 
Mrs. George Warren Brown, Mrs. Charles 
Drummond, Jr., Mrs. Charles Van Studdi- 
ford, Mise Ellen Walsh, Miss Josephine 
Cobb, Miss Josie Calhoun, Miss Florence 
Overall, Miss Lucille Niedringhaus, Miss 
Ethel Hayward, Miss Adele Wood, Miss 
Harris and the Misses Lemoine. Miss Ruth 
Stering of Westmoreland place is known as 
one of St. Louis’ best lady riders and Miss 
Dittman of Compton Heights is one of the 
many Gouth Side young ladies who have 
taken to this exhilarating sport. 

Among the men. while there are scores 
who ride, there are a few who are par- 
ticularly well known either for their abil- 
ity as horsemen, their gracefulness in the 
saddle or the correctness of their riding 
costumes. Tudor Wilkinson, who lives in 
Woodlawn, but who spends much of his 
time in St. Louts, is noted as being one of 
the most correct dressers among the local 
riding contingent. Lorenzo E. Anderson ts 
famed particularly for his horsemanship, 
and is credited with being the equal, if 
not the peer, of any other amateur in 
America. Herbert Walker, Otto Mersman, 
Charlies Scudder, Lacey Crawford and 
Riakesley Collins are noted as enthusias- 
tle riders, who are up-to-date In every Tre- 
spect. W. J. King, Jr., Dinks L. Parrish, 
Billy, Steer, Harry Prufrock, James H. 
Bright and the Lemp boys may also be 
mentioned as among those who are par- 
ticularly fond of riding and who appear 
to mu advantage on horseback.

That is that it can 
never become common. In fact, it is a 
juxury. To become known as an accom- 
plished lady or gentieman rider costs quite 
a little: money. It also implies that one 
must own a good horse—a blooded animal 
preferably—an up-to-date gaddie and bri- 
dle, and besides have the apparel that 
equestrian ethics provide shall be worn 
when riding at various ‘times under vari- 
ous condition. It also means that one shall 
be able to ride correctly, and not only be 
able to remain mounted on a horse whiie 
he traverses the boulevard, but to be & 
to handle the anima) easily and gracefully, 
and have a sufficient knowledge of the 
art to not only make him go the different 
gaite of which he is capable, but even to 
take Jumps with him. 

But such are the fascinations of this sport 
that many young St. Loulsans are willing.

Louis Riding 
Academy-at Channing avenue and Locust 
street, and its manager, Edward Sharpless 
Jones and iris assistants are kept busy glv- 
ing from 20 to 90 lessons @ day to aspirants 
for equestrian accomplishments. A large 
number of these acholars are young ladies 
and young society matrons. Of course, there 
are plenty of young men in the city who 
are uleo learning to ride under the persona! 
tutelage of friends.

If the rider be of the gentler sex and own 
a fashionable habit, she can appear to as 
g£00d advantage under these conditions as 
her sister, who !s thoroughly prepared. If # 
man, he can enjoy the ride passibly as well 
under the same conditions without even 
owning a costume that is in any way ap- 
propriate for a gentleman rider. Bu}, of 
course, the true sportsman or sportswoman 
will have none of thig barring, of course.

A good riding horse can be bought for 
from $160 to $400. For the latter price a 
fine-blooded animal can be purchased. A 
blooded horse is very dest!rable for riding. It 
ls more intelligent, if such a word can be 
used in this cannection, and will respond 
more readily to the rider’s desires. Every 
person in selecting a riding horse should 
try to get one that is level-headed and sure 
on his feet, A walk, trot and canter horse 
is almost absolutely necessary. The single- 
footed animal is to-day a back number. 

After one buys a horse, the first point to 
be considered is the cost of keeping him. 
Should the owner have a private etable of 
his own or a family stable, the expense 
might be somewhat less than if he boarded 
the horse.

KILLED BY OLD DEIBLER 


HAUNT THE FRENCH EXECUTIONER. 


PARIS, March 2%. 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 


Post-Dispatch. 

HE news that old Delbler had at- 
T tempted suicide the other day, 
startled all Paris. 

Deibler is the man who for thirty-five 
years guillotined the criminals France sen- 
tenced to death. No man enjoys a more 
universal reptation. 

After cutting off some hundred and sixty 
heads, Deibler, driven by remorse, has at- 
ternpted to cut his own throat. But the ra- 
zor was blunt, or his hand feeble; the gash 
does not endanger his life. He swears, 
however, that he will try again as soon as 
he can fool the watch now placed over him. 

Two years ago Deibler retired, and his 
son, who had long been his chief assistant, 
succeeded him. The old man had reached 
the ripe age of seventy-elght; he had ac- 
quired plenty of money, and he decided that 
he had worked long enough. 

And so. in a pleasant villa on the out- 
skirts of Paris, like unto an honest mer- 
chant who has prospered and finally passes 
the business to younger hands, Deibler set- 
tled down to a quiet enjoyment of his well- 
earned repose. 

But now a strange thing took place. The 
hardened cynic who forced down into the 
death cellar so many unwilling necks, the 
man who could fight with unwilling, wrig- 
gling bodies, bend them under the knife, 
wateh their HMves epurt out with their 
blood, and sleep a dreamless sleep the next 
night—that man is haunted by  horribie 
visions of ‘his past. 

The specters of his victims have risen; 
by night and by day they keep his com- 
pany. They have poisoned his waking hours 
and filled bts sleep with indescribable ter- 
rors. They have made the old “dourreau”’ 
(hangman) how! to God for mercy. 

In vain, for he says that the ghastly 
sight and sounds of long-forgotten trage- 
dies haunt him more and more persistent- 
ly, and that he would rather dle. 

Scme people reading the accounts about 
these things which are published here seim- 
piy say: “Deibler has gone crazy, and 
no wonder. A man would see ghosts with 
less excuse than hie past charged with 
human agonies, mutilations and Dbiood. 
Deibler is jnsane.” 

After a conversation which he had with 
De'bler to-day the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
correspondent does not think so. 

The retired executioner does not ascribe 
his mental torture to the presence of 
ghosts hovering about him. He !e a man of 
keen intelligence and no euperstition at all. 
He reasons his trouble with remarkable 
lue'dity, and somewhat in these words: 

“For some reason, perhaps because of my 
age or of my present idieness, my memory 
has grown to be the one faculty in which 
all my brain power concentrates. 

“IT used to remember the past, but as we 
all do—vaguely. without any feeling that !t 
was being re-enacted again, And these re- 
membrances were mixed with Interest taken 
in the present, and in the future; they did 


not harry. me. 


“But now, despite all my effort te turn 


my mind to other things, it is the past that 
obtrudes itself always. And of the past, 
only those ghastly bits that would be night- 
mares to any one. I declare I can’t stand 
it. I simply can't. 

‘“‘Nobody can form any conception of the 
vividness, of the acaiteness of every detall. 
It is ag if I saw it all again—there befare 
my eyes! The freshly cut muscles of necks. 
My God!

“You remember how Carrara fought when

Well, at night I can hear 
his voice in my memory, with just the same

“Of course I have sald to myself time

“But if I sit here and look at the garden 
my mind suddenly remembers Marie Cha- 
nut, the ugly she-devil that we executed in 
Algiers 15—18 years ago. I hear her cursing 
mé and my race. And just as plain as if it 
was all being done over this minute, I hear 
the knife swish through the flesh, and the 
sound of her head falling in the sawdust. 

‘Call it nonsense if you will I aay it's 
a disease, this too graphic memory. 

“In your life you have witnessed some 
accidents perhaps. Gome of these awful 
things that happen tn the eatreet and make 
the bystanders sick and faint—a child 
crushed by a street car that grinds the 
little beimg to jelly before your eyes, for 
example. For some days you feel ill every 
time you think of it Do you not? But 
you forget; your mind does not always re- 
call the ghastly picture, the unearthly cry 
of the poor little creature. Else would you 
find any pleasure in Mving? 

“Well, 1 have in my life nearly 30 such 
tragedies. and when my old head has ex- 
hausted the horror of one, another comes. 
Another more harrowing! 

‘And my sleep, my @leep! To some peo- 
ple sleep is obliteration, rest. Mine la peo- 
plid wtih these things—eevered heads wink- 
ing their last nervous winks to me from 
the basket where I have just sent them 
rolling; and those headless bodies -have 
you ever seen the headleis body of a man 
move, jump and tumble about like a de-

THE FIFTY-SECOND ANNIVERSARY OF 


THE BIRTH OF SPIRITUALISM. 


In the Little Town of Hydeville, N. Y., 


March 31, 1848, 


Modern Spiritual- 


ism Had Its Birth, at the Home 
of the Celebrated Fox Sisters, Who 
Created the Term “Spiritual Medi- 
ums,” and the Anniversary Yester- 
day Was Celebrated of Believers All 


Over the World. 


PIRITUALASTS all over the world cele- 
S brated yesterday the anniversary of 


the origin of modern spiritualism. 


The town of Hydesville, Arcadia’ Town- 
ship, Wayne County, N. Y., gave spiritual. 
—— its birth, on the evening of March 31, 


Hydesvfiile is a quaint old place—dul] and 
sleepy, with an indescribable finished ap- 
pearance, conveying the idea that it is ab- 
solutely completed and that. no more build- 


ing or other changes can ever take place. 


Many of its picturesque dwellings are over- 
grown with vines, and their architecture 
includes just such a@ porch as a tired pe- 
destrian or cycler delights to rest under on 


a hot summer day. 

It was one of these old frame houses, 
still pointed out to visitors, that, in 1847, oc- 
curred the first manifestations of modern 
spiritualism familiar to the present be- 
lievers in that faith. Though the Fox sis- 
ters, Margaretta and Catherine, through 
whom the first revelations of supposed spir- 
it power were made, have recently de- 
mounced themselves and have stated the 
eo-called “spirit rappings’’ which created 
such an immense sensation so many years 
ago were produced by a voluntary cracking 
of their toe-joints, the faith of believers in 
spiritualism is in no wise shaken. 

The latter say that despite the _  toe- 
joints the great truths and _. principles 
of modern spiritualism stand as firmly and 
shine as brightly as ever. They say that 
these date back far beyond the time of the 
Fox girls. Dven in that low, rambling two- 
story house In Which these lively young 
women first cracked their toe-joints, it is 
gaid that genuiné spiritual phenomena wer 
observed before the Fox girls ever inhabit 
ed it. 


In 1847 the house was occupled by Mic 1) 


Weekman, a poor, ignorant laborer, with 
no thought beyond his dally toil for) his 
dafly bread. He and his family 
were soon troubled by enysterious raps 
heard in all parts of their dwelling, es- 
pecially at night, an annoyance that in- 
creased to such an extent that sleep be- 
came impossible. During all this time the 


Fox sisters, then mere children, aged il 
and 9 years, lived with their parents sev- 
eral miles away, so that they could not 
possibly have had a hand—or a toe-joint— 
in the mysterious rappings of Mr. Week- 
man's house. It was this constantly in- 
creasing annoyance of loud raps which, 
though diligently investigated, could not 
be traced to any human agency, and soon 
caused Mr. Weekman to abandon his resi- 
dence, 

Then it was, on March 1, 1848, John D. 
Fox and his family became Its occupants. 
The mysterious raps still continued. The 
neighbors were called in on several occa- 
sions, and every possible effort made to 
trace their origin, but in vain. 

It was on the night of March 31 that the 
mysterious rap first gave evidence of being 
directed by some controlling intelligence. 
The family had retired during a brief lull 
in the mysterious rapping, when suddenly 
it began again, occurring this time near 
the bed occupled by the two  MIittle 
daughters, Margaretta and Catherine, the 
latter known best to spiritualists as Kate. 
It is alleged that Kate had discovered that 
by rattling a window sash the mysterious 
rapping would respond. On this occasion 
the child shouted: 

“Now go it, ol@ Splitfoot!”’ 

Then she snapped her fingere six times, 
receiving six raps in reply. Her mother, 
who had by this time determined there 
was some form of intelligence in the sounds, 
called out: 

“How old ts Margaret?’’ 

“Twelve,” came the raps. 

““How old is Kate?” 

“Nine,”’ wes the response. 

“How many children have 1?" 

“Six.” 

This was the first seeming error. as Mrs. 
Fox had ‘but five children. Then she asked: 

“How many children have I living?” 

**Five.’’ 

“How many dead?’ 

*“One.”’ 

This was ecvrrect. 

“Will you respond if I call In a neigh- 
bor?” 


There was one rap, signifying an affirma- 
tive, and ea neighbor woman was brought in, 
and to her ustonishment the spirit told ther 
accurately how many children she had— 
‘ving and dead. Of course the strange 
“goings-on” at the Fox homestead aroused 
ail the country and for a month the house 
was surrounded with visitors, and slowly 
the information was learned that the rap- 
pings came from the perturbed spirit of a 
man who had been murdered and robbed 
in the old house and buried 12 feet deep in 
the cellar. Some of his bones, it was al- 
leged, were unearthed a few months Jater. 

Soon afterward the Fox family removed 
to Rochester, and the same spiritual mani- 
festations continued in their new home, but 
only when Catherine or Margaretta were 
present. By using the letters_of the alpha- 
bet in the manner already iMicated the 
Fox sisters said they had found a great 
rumber of departed. spirits who desired to 
talk with them and to use them as a me- 
dium of communication with their departed 
friends. 

At length the alleged spirits communt!- 
ented to the Fox girls their desire that 
there should be held a public meeting, at 
which a committee of investigation, chosen 
by the audience, should determine whether 
they were gennine spirits, and produced 
their so-called manifestations without hu- 
man aid. Such a meeting accordingly was 
held in Corinthian Hall, Rochester, in No- 
vember, 1549. The Fox sisters appeared on 
the stage, and the spiritual phenomena, be- 
ing freely manifested, were investigated by 
a committee of prominent men who, after 
continuing their researches for several 
days, reported their tnability to trace them 


to any human agency. 
The fame of the ox sisters was now 


national, and when they appeared in New 
York in the follow!ng May, announcing 
themselves as “Spiritual Mediums,” a 
phrase which ‘originated with them, they 
created an intense furore. These two young 
girls had thus founded a new faith, to which 
they gave the name of spiritualism. 
Hiumble as was its origin and insignifi- 
cant as was the character of !ts first mani- 
festations, it soon found a multitude of be- 
lievers in both hemispheres. Spiritual me- 
diums soon sprang up all over the coun- 
try, and were soon multiplied by thundreds 
and even by thousands. No better evi- 
dence of the power of the new faith over 
the minds of men and of its perpetuity 
could possibly be destred than the fact that 
even its denouncement as the shallowest, 
fillmiest humbuggery by those who founded 
it, and their statement that it is an out 
and out fraud originated by two little girls 
solely in a spirit of mischief, have been 
powerless to overthrow or even to shake 
ct. 
But bellevers in spiritualism now go far 
back beyond the Tox sisters for the origin 
of thelr faith. So long ago as the seven- 


teenth and eighteenth centuries there were 
many persons who professed to be under 
the direct guidance of the Divine Spirit, 
and who’ may, in that sense, have been 
called spiritualists. Those same individuals 
also claimed to be in full and open com- 
munication with the spiritual world and to 
hold daily conversations of the most famil- 
jar character with spirits and with angels. 
Prominent among such mystical thinkers 
were Jacob Bohme or Boehman, Spencer, J. 
Godfrey Arnold, John William Peterson, 
John Albert Bengel, He'nrich Jung Still- 
ing, Mme. Guyon, Oetinger and Swedenborg. 
The last named, when on his deathbed in 
1772, predicted that in about 80 years from 
that time there would be a general revela- 
tion from the spirit world which would 
bring his teachings into general notice and 
confirm their truth, a prediction which, it 
is asserted, was fulfilled in 1848, just 76 
years after the death of Swedenborg, by 
the manifestations of spirit power which 
were made here in Hydesville, and @vhich 
s00on attracted general attention through- 
out the world. 

Besides the prediction of Swedenborg, the 
birth of modern spiritualism was prophe- 
sied twice. In 1843 some members of the 
Shaker communities in New Lebanon and 
Watervilet, N. Y., seemed to be under some 
strange psychological influence, which 
threw them into a trance. ‘While in that 
condition they delivered long discourses in 
the names of eminent men of bygone ages, 
by whose spirits they said they were pos- 
sessed. After these manifestations had 
continued for nearly a year, the spirits bade 
the brethren a solemn adieu, telling them 
to say nothing to the world’s people of 
what had passed, but to treasure it in 
their hearts, and promising that in a few 
years they would return and show to the 
whole world the same manifestations which 
they had revealed to a chosen few of the 
plous members of the Shaker communities. 


In 1848, too, one Andrew Jackson Davis, 
a poor, ignorant, country lad, in the em- 
ploy of a farmer of Orange County, New 
York, was mesmerized into a trance by one 
Willlam Livingstone, and ever afterward 
seemed to have the power of passing into 
such a condition at will, Though he was 
so illiterate he could scarcely read or 
write, yet in the fall of 186, while in the 
trance state, he dictated, under the titie 
of “The Principles of Nature, Her Divine 
Revelations and a Voice to Mankind,” a 
learned treatise on ontological, cosmical, 
theological, spiritual and social subjects. 

In this work he predicted that “Commu- 
nication with the spiritual world would ere 
long assume the form of a living demon- 
stration.” a prophecy which the spiritualists 
believe to have been fulfilled, as were that 
of Swedenborge and that of the spirits to 
the Shakers, by the manifestations at this

that of Joseph C. Hurst, convicted of the 
murder of Dominick Cavanaugh, and now 
under sentence of death at Glendive, Mont, 
Hurst, who is only 28 years of age. has 
been sentenced for the second time, after 
the refusal of the Supreme Court to grant 
@ reversal of the judgment in his case. 

Dominick Cavanaugh had been a Demo- 
cratic office-holder for 15 consecutive years 
in Dawson County, whereof Glendive is the 
county seat, and Was extremely popular. 
At the time of the murder he had held the 
office for one term of two years, which 
was about to expire. At the election just 
preceding the murder he had been a can- 
didate on the Democratic ticket for Sher- 
iff against Joseph C. Hurst, the condemned 
man, a Republican. and had defeated Hurst 
by about 40 votes. 

On the morning of Dec. 24, 1898, the body 
of Cavanaugh was found in an alley. He 
had been waylaid on his way home the 
night before and beaten to death. 

Tremendous excitement at once laid hold 
of Glendive. The town was almost at the 
point where martia] law seemed necessary 
to the presefvation of order. There were 
rumors and !whispers, but nothing tangible 
to guide thé arm of authority. 


In this of affairs, and before Cava- 
naugh’s body, Was yet under ground, Hurst 


There seems to have been no suspicion of 
Hurst until a detective came from St. Paul, 
and, learning that Hurst had been the op- 
posing candidate of Cavanaugh, directed 
suspicion against him. 

At the time of his arrest the Coroner's 
inquest was in session, and Hurst had been 
gathering evidence against persons sup- 
posed to be inculpated. His arrest caused 
a cessation of these investigations and all 
the efforts of the authorities were directed 
towards finding in how far Hurst was in- 
cr'minated. With this and that they were 
enabled to make a showing sufficiently 
strong to warrant his being held, and even- 
tually he was brought to trial. 

Meantime pwblic opinion seems to have 
determined Hurst's gufit. 

The chief witness for the State was Frank 
Gilmore, who up to that time was looked 
upon as ‘peculiar, eccentric and unreliable. 
Gilmofe testified that on the night of the 
murder Cavanaugh, on this way home, 
passed and spoke to him; that following 
Cavanaugh, 3 or # feet behind, came a 


man whom he identified as Hurst, end that- 
both disappeared in the direstion where 


Cavanaugh's mutilated body was found the 
following morning. 

This seemed damning, but it was shown 
that on the morning after the murder Gil- 
more had spoken to several persons about 
the man he had seen following Cavanaugh;

the jurors had sald, prior to being called 
into the jury box, that Hurst was guilty 
and should hang, but these affidavits were 
contradicted by the jurors. 

Two of the jurors who sat upon Hurst’s 
trial] have since made affidavits that they 
voted for the conviction of Hurst for the 
reason that he failed to take the stand, 
and admitted that they disregarded the in- 
structions of the court in this respect. 


Despite all this, and more, the Supreme / 


Court has refused to intervene on the 
ground that there were no errors of law 
in the case. Nor has there been any popu- 
lar demand for intervention, either by the 
court or the other constituted authorities. 
Indeed, the State has, until the present, 
been unaware of this remarkable trial. 
Glendive ‘s an isolated community, and un- 
til a public-spirited citizen of Butte, who 
happened to be present the day on which 
Hurst was sentenced, learned of the facts 
and gave them publicity, the press of the 
State had been silent. But now the whole 
State is becoming aroused to the actual!
